One ingenious scien- 
tist mentioned by the Philadelphia Times 
has devised an umbrella with small cop- 
per chains attached to the end of the 
ribs. These are long enough to reach 
the ground. A thunder-storm coming 
up, they are loosened and permitted to 
dangle, while the owner of the contriy- 
ance walks along in perfect security. 
Under such circumstances metal about 
one’s body is dangerous—for example, 
the wires in a lady’s bonnet. But this 
peril may be overcome by fastening 
similar chains or copper threads to the 
frame-work of the headgear, Though 
a bolt should destroy a bonnet, the elec- 
tricity would spare the wearer and pass 
off into the ground. An instance on 
record is that of a lady who raised her 
arm to shut a window as rain began to 
fallon astunmer’s day. There was a

Six years later the same thing was re- 
peated in every detail, the electricity 
leaving the rod at the same point, 
jumping to the water pipe and sinash- 
ing to pieces the washstand, which had 
not been mended, The Church of the 
Incarnation, in Washington, was also 
badly hit. To prevent a repetition of 
the accident the edifice ‘was protected 
| by a very elaborate and costly system 
of rods. ‘The most important rod, of 
course, protects the steeple. It ought 
to terminate in a sharp point, but the 
church authorities thought it more ap- 
propriate that it should be surmounted’ 
by a cross, on top of which was placed 
a rooster. ‘Thus the usefulness of the 
defensive contrivance has been almost 
wholly destroyed, for so it stands at 
present. 

The introduction of lightning rods in 
Roman Catholic countries was strongly 
opposed on religious grounds, Pious 
persons declared that the devices were 
of the devil, and called them “heretic 
rods,” It wasa long time before the 
churches would adopt them, though 
buildings of that description have al- 
ways been the greatest sufferers from 
¢ fire, on account of their tall 
steeples. During the last century a 
certain church in Carinthia was struck 
so often that services were discontinued 
during the summer months, It was hit 
four or five times & year on an average. 
In 1778 a rod was put on, and there was 
no further tronble. At Stratsund, in 
Pomerania, achurch was the scene of 
a very appalling occurrence. Ona Sun- 
day, the building being full of people, 
a ball of fire entered and fell upon the 
altar, thereupon exploding and doing 
great damage, 

As to the natnre of phenomena of this 
sort knows almost nothing 
Such globular lightning is seen quite 
often, but nobody can guess how it is 
formed.

SOME CURIOUS DEEP SEA CREATURES 
WHICH HAVE BEEN CAUGHT. 


The Macklo-Head- Conger Bols—Untimely 


Bod of a Wishing Prog—Varlous Odd 
Members of tho Finny Tribe From the 


Salt Wator, 


A namber of fishormen who go out on 
the fishing banks steamboats havo beon 
thou lenongh to save their odd and 
curigsis.catches for the New York Aquari- 
um, Tho result is that Prof. H. T. Wood- 
tnan now has as y in his whale and shark 
tanks two h anglers or fishing frogs, 
weighing from seventy-five to ninety 
pounds; one wxceptionally perfect speci- 
men of tho Meep-sea skate, measuring 
about four feot from tip to tip of its wing- 
like fi three large deep sea cels or sirens 
(conger eels the fishermen call them), {a 
Small sturgeon, a dogfish four feet long and 
half a dozen sea ravens, small and large. A 

There would now be three anglers had 
the fishermen tempered enthusiasm with 
discretion, The third one is now presum- 
ably in the fish heaven, He lived more 
than a week, showing how hardy 
some fish forms are, for everything was 
done to disgnst him with life. He was 
hooked on the fishing banks and hauled to 
the surface hand over hand, Then some- 
body jammed a boathook deep into his 
head between his eves and landed him, 
On arriving at the Battery the martyr fish- 
ing frog was jabbed again with the boat- 
hook, which a man then put over his 
shoulder, with the unhappy monster dangl- 

_ingattheend. The hole in his head was 
as big round as a half dollar, yet he tried 
pluckily to live it down, and only turned 
up hig ventral fin after ten days. 

The two biggest sea ravens also bad a 
bitter experience. When they were hook- 
ed the enthusiastic amateur scientists put 
them into a pajl than was too small for 
theta, and consequently when they were 
put into the tank they remained bent like 
bows for several miserable hours. Now 
they are straightened ont and as full of 
original sinjes ever, The other specimens 
fared er after Prof. Woodman had 

y hinted that fish were not made of 
boiler iron. 

The anglers are naturally the most in- 
teresting fish of the lot to landlubbers, 
both on account of their habits and 
their hideous appearance. The angler 
is a pollywog monstrously magnified, 
with see-weed trimmings. The two 
specimens in the aquarium are excep- 

tionally perfect. The  sea-weed-like 
fringe along their jaws is uninjured and 
they possess the fall complement of long 
tentacles onthe heard and back. These 
they erect and wave gently in the water to 

_ attuact small fish who think the deceitful 
things are sometking good to eat.

half open aud the foolish killies, with 

which the tank is well supplied, swim right 
in.

The conger eels, horrible basilisk-like 
creatures, don’t care for anything, They 
jnst exist and nothing interferes with 
them, for their vyenomons shave scares 
-eyen the blundering dog-fish, who, when- 
everthey approach him, darts off in an 
“Excnse me a minute” fashion and pre- 
tends to be very hungry for killies. This 
isa palpable mockery, for he couldn't 

catch oue in a thousand, except by acci- 


dent. 

It is interesting, however, to see him 
hunt them, for he drives them exactly like 
ahound drives a rabbit. The sturgeon 
doesn’t pay any attention to these doings. 
He swims around gracefully, the Beau 
Brommel of the aquarium. The sea ravens 
—those wonderful, weird, grotesque crea- 
tures which can make themselves look like 


- toadfish or sea robins or hackleheads, but 


preferably imitate rocks or seaweed—don't 
swim around much, because each raven 
lias found some particular rock or clump 
of weeds which he now simnlates wouder- 
fully. The biggest one lies behind some 
brown bladderweed, which he resembles so 
closely that many peonle have failed to dis- 
pPowah the fish from the weed until after 
ong inspection. Another iies beside a 
weed-covered rock, and on Friday the 
writer could barely discover him, 

Besides these fish there is a simple but 
most interesting collection in one of the 
big wall tanks. It comprises a magnifi- 
cent glowing-red sea anemone, half a dozen 
benyalls, « score of tom cods, several three- 
spined sticklebacks, half adozun hacklo- 
heads (the thorny-headed sculpio, Striped 
white and black like a zebra), abont 
twenty sea horses, some shrimp, several

“take one’s dust” was a common exprea- 
sion of contempt. The custom was not 
withont its uses in its day. But will it be 
believed that at the closé of the Nineteenth 
Century this etiquette of the road is rigid- 
ly maintained, and that among well-bred 
people each equipage has to take the gait 
of the slowest? 

True it is, some iconoclasts and ontsiders 
drive past their fellow-travelers without 
compunetion, .but they, therefore, prove 
their claims to be called iconoclasts and 

outsiders) When it is a very pressing 
case, an apology is called out such as, 
“Pray, excuse me, but my horse is rest 
less,” or ‘Iam in haste to catch the boat,” 
or something of the kind. But to drive 
ruthlessly ahead without a word of apol- 
ogy is considered the acme of ill-breeding. 

The roads in this part of the world are 
not interesting, except for their natural 
beauty, as the people of wealth, following 
their English ancestors in practice, sought 
a proud seclusion for their houses. Only 
the poorest people built their homes on the 
main road, and one may travel from one 
end of this fair country to the other and 
not find a single handsome residence on 
the public highway. There was another 
and very practical reason for abjuring this 
public highway. Every man’s house was 
at the service of every man, woman and 
child in the county. 

An Arab hospitality obtained and war 
enjoyed to the full. The people who had 
undesirable homes were always willing to 
bestow their company upon their more for- 
tunate neighbors, so that it wouldn’t do 
to be too convenient to the main arteries 
of travel. Especially was this so when a 
visit from a family meant the entertaining 
of two coach horses, a coachinman and a 
maid, for the negroes went visiting with 
the white people and enjoyed it just as 
much. Hospitality was one of their great 
virtues and is still, for those people excel 
in social virtues, and this particular virtue 
costs little. . 

It only meant the killing of a half dozen 
or more chickens for dinner, when there 
were hundreds, perhaps, scratching about 
in the poultry yard; and the gardens were 
oyergrown with vegetables, for which there 
was neither sale nor consumption. There 
were iceliouses full of ice and meadows 
full of cows, and ice cream was manufac- 
tured in a big tin bucket, turned abont in 
a keg of ice andgalt. It took two women 
and a boy to muke ice crenm, but it took 
that many to do everything. 

‘The icehouses are among the most vic- 
turesque features in the landscape here, 
A great mound of earth, thirty or forty 
feet high, was thrown up around a place 
that was bricked up and looked like a 
gigantic well. This was finished at the 
top by acizgular roof. ‘The sides of the 
mound Ti oe and turfed, aud made 
nice places for boys and girls to roll down 
when the short, slippery grass was wet,— 
Philadelphia Press.

Cheap Artificial Teeth, 

Inastouch as real teeth are so easily lost 
it is a comfort to know thut artificial ones 
cost only 15 to 18 cents each at the mann- 
facturer’s. One maker in New York sells 
8,000,000 teeth every year, hey are por- 
celain, composed chiefly of kaolin, he 
enamel is pnt on with metallic oxides, the 
process being so delicate that no two teeth 
are exactly wlike fn coloring, After being 
finiehed thousands of them are taken to- 
gether and matched in shades, ‘Uhere are 
fifty different shades, corresponding to 
variations in the coloring of natural teeth. 
Defects aro often made in false tecth so ae 
to render them more deceptive to the eye. 
The best plates are of rubber, Celluloid is 
the prettivat material for the purpose, but 
it does not reaist the acids of the mouth.— 
Providence Jourual,

Dulcin and Dogs. 

Duiein, or sucrol, a new sweetening 
agent, which is said to be from 200 to 250 
times as sweet as sugar, Was first produced 
by J. Berlinerblau, Scrocturally it must 
be described as para-pnenacetol carbamid. 
Tt is an aromatic uric acid derivative relat+ 
ed to phenacetin, It is a white powder 
which melts at 173 degrees C, to 174 de- 
grees C., and is soluble in abont 800 parta 
of water at 15 degrees C., fifty parts of 
boiling water, and twenty-five parts of a 
cold 90 per cent, solution of alcohol. These 
particulars are taken from a contribution 
by Professor Kobert, of Dorpat, to the 
Centralblatt far Innere Medicin. Particu- 
lurs as to its physiological effects are also 
given. Dogs seems comparatively senseless 
to Dulcin, dying with such evidences of 
blood destruction as icterus, while rabbits 
appear to be quite impervious to its influ- 
ence, Professor Kobert relates his own 
experience with the drug in the case of 
cats. ‘These animals reveal no evidence of 
blood destruction, but seem to die with 
symptoms of cerebral paralysis; this is 
ulso the manner of death of frogs subject- 
ed to subcutaneous injections of dulein, 
These are, of courso, the extreme effects of 
poisonous doses, In the rélatively small 
doses necessary for sweetening the food of 
biabvetic patients and the obese, Professor 
Kobert considers the agent harmless, and 
mentions acase in which eight grammes 
wero taken daily for three weeks with im- 
punity, The Lancet says it is quite evi- 
dent, however, from the physiological ex- 
periences related that care is necessary in 
the use of this article,

he How Slate is Mined. 

The manner in which slate is mined 
and cut up for purposes to which it i: 
applied isa process that is known | 
only a fey people in this country, i 
principal sources being in upper New 
England and eastern Pennsylvania. It 
is not taken outof shaits but is quarrit 
out of big holesin the earth. Some 
time ago when the writer was at Ban 
gor, Pa., he was invited to go down into 
one of these quarries, about 200 feet 
deep, and over hand ona rope, but he 
declined the invitation, as I think mos 
inexperienced persons would do, The 
slate is blasted ont in huge blocks ani 
is hoisted ont by steam and turned ove 
to the men who know how to reduce i 
to the proper size. ) 0 
are takenin hand by these work 
who cut a notch into one end of e 
piece. Then they take a chisel and a 
mallet, and they are so skillfal in direct- 
ing their blows that they can split the 
Dlocks of slate in almost any way they 
please. If yon watch the slab on w: ch 
one of them is working you will see: 
little hair line running through it, and fs 
presently the block will fall apart on — 
either side of this mark. The workinan - 
will make this line go straight through 
the middle or to either corner just as he — 
likes. Ido not know just how he does — 
it, but he invariably accomplishes what 
he sets out to do. 

The smaller pieces thus produced are 
taken in hand by another set of men, 
who split them up into sheets of the 
proper thickness for roofing slate This 
they do with along bladed instrument — 
about the shape of a putty knife, but — 
many times hivger, and if you saw them 
doit you would marvel how they got — 
the sheets only one inch thick and split 
it thirty-two times, The usual number — 
of divisions is sixteen, These sheet: ' 
are taken and cut into squares by tas | 
chinery.

his tamily for Germany. Oo Sunday he 
conducted various servicea in the church for 
the last time before his departure, At the 
morning service the Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper was observed, There was a very 
large attendance of the members on the 
occasion and the service was of a most im- 
pressive character, At the Sanday school 
in the afternoon Mr, Craig addressed the 
school in suitable terms, At the evening 
eervice a very large congregation composed 
of representatives of all the congregations of 
the town filled the church ‘o hear tho fare- 
wellsermon, Tho eervice was opened by 
the choir chanting the Lord’s}Prayer, after 
which Paaim 150 was sung. The Old 
Testament lessons Joshua 4th and 
Malachi 4th. Prayerand the singing of the 
| G7th paraphrase were followed by the read- 
| ing of Revelation 220d, and an anthem 
from the choir, Mr. Craig took as his text 
Joshua 4th chapter 21st veree ** What mean 
these stones? "from which he preached u 
very interesting and appropriate sermon. 
The stone he said were placed in Gilgal, (1) 
in order to teach God’s people the duty ot 
remembering God's goodness in the past (2) 
that when the children asked what thoy 
meant, they might be told of God's goodness 
and wonderful works for his chosen people 
and (3) they bade Israel look forward with 
hope to their possession of the promised 
lond, Mr, Craig proceeded to state that the 
cougregation before him was on ite march to 
the promised land. There were memorial 
stones in ite history.

“Blest be the tie that binds,” 

The Chairman in his opening remarks 
reforred tothe many changes which would 
undoubtedly occur during the pastor’s three 
yeareterm of absence Many present that 
evening will bo called away, many would 
seck homes eleewhere, Le referred to the 
great changes which had taken place in 
Deseronto since Mr. Craig's entrauce upon 
the duties of the pastorate, It had grown 
from a mere hamlet to the diguity of a 
flourishing town, its people hsppy, with 
every comfort and food aod employment 
for all, a state of thioge not found in other 
communities, He truated that their Pastor 
aud the members of his family would be 
greatly benefitted by their sojourn in Ger- 
many. He humorously remarked that he 
hoped Mr, Craig would not lose his identity 
ia Germany or come back speaking a Ger- 
man accent, ‘This he considered unlikely in 
every respect as Mr. Craig was a true pat- 
riot ever :ready to sing the praises of his 
native couctry.

FEEDING FARM ANIMALS. 


tne Sclonce of Feeding as Developed at 
Experiment Stations. 

Tn order to render comprehensible the 
feeding valuo of varions stuffs usually 
fed to farm animals, we give from the 
“Handbook of Experiment Station 
Work” the following discussion of the 
science of feeding: 

“The animal body is made up mainly 
of four classes of substances, water, ash 
or mineral matter, nitrogenous matter, 
and fat. Water constitutes from forty 
to sixty per cent. of the body and is an 
essential part. From two to fi 


This occurs mainiy in the bones. Tho 
fat varies greatly with the condition of 
the animal, but seldom falls below six 
per cent, or rises above thirty, per cent. 
- The nitrogenons materials or protein 
include all of the materials containing 
nitrogen; all those outside hii group 
are free from nitrogen, or uvo nitro- 
genous. The nitrogen referred to here 
is the same as that mentioned in con- 
nection with fertilizers, and is the ele- 
ment which constitutes about four-fifths 
of the atmosphere. It occurs in plants 
and animals in various compounds 
grouped under the general name of pro- 
tein. Lean meat, white of the egg and 
casein of milk (curd) are familiar forms 
of protein, The albuminoids are a class 
of compounds included under protein. 
Protein is undoubtedly of first import- 
ance in the animaleconomy. The flesh, 
skin, bones, muscles, internal organs, 
brain and nerves, in short all of the 
workiag machinery of the body, is com- 
posed very largely of nitrogenous sub- 
stances (protein). 
. “The proportion in which these four 
_ different classes of substances occur de- 
pends upon the age of the animal, treat- 
ment, purposes for which it is kept, etc. 
__ The substances of the body are continu- 
ally breaking down and being consum- 
ed. All work, movement, breathing, 
_ digestion, etc., result ina breaking down 
of the tissue. To keep the animal in a 
healthy condition there must be a con- 
_ stant supply of new material. If this is 
lacking or insufficient, hunger and final- 
y death result, To keep up thissupply 
is one of the chief functions of food, but 
in addition to this the food maintains 
eheat of the body and at the same 
tinie fyrnishes the force or energy which 
_énybles the animal to move the muscles 
and do work and also to perform the 
functions of the body, “~~ ~--— 
_, ‘If, in addition to repairing the waste 
‘of the system and furnishing it with 
_ heat and energy, growth is to be made, 
as in the case of immature animals, 
; or milk secreted, an additional sapply 
of food will be required. To supply 
rE food in the right proportion to meet the

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requirements of the animal without a 
_ waste of food nutriments, constitutes 
"scientific feeding. It is by carefully 
_ studying the composition of feeding 
____&Stnffs, the proportion in which they are 
"digested by different animals and under 
i different conditions, and the requirement 
_ of animals for the various food nutrients 
__when at rest, at work, giving milk, or 
_ producing wool, mutton, beef, pork, 
+  étc., that the principles of scientific feed- 
_ ing have been worked ont. 
_ “Water.—However dry a feeding 
stuff mnay appear to be, whether hay, 
_ coarse fodder, grain or meal, it always 
contains a considerable amount of 
water, which is invisible and impercept- 
ible tothe senses, but which can bo 
‘driven out by heat, This water is prob- 
ably of no more benefit to the animal 
_ than water which it drinks and from 
__syhich the chief supply is derived. As 
_ the amount of water in a food isa use." 
less bulk, comparisons of different kinds 
_ of food are usually made on a dry or 
water-free basis, which shows the per- 
' centage of ash and food ingredients in 
the dry matter, 
“Ast is what is left when the com- 
bustible part of a feeding stuff is burned 
away. It consists chiefly of lime, inag- 
__-nesia, potash, soda, iron, chlorine, and 
7 carbonic,sulphuric and phosphoric acids, 
and is used largely in making bone, 
_ From the ash constituents of the food 
the animal body selects those which it 
needs and the rest+are voided in the 
manure, 
“Fat, or the materials dissolved from 
a feeding stuff by absolute ether, in- 
__-clndes, besides real fats, wax, tho green 
tj coloring matter of plants, etc. For this 
__-reasoy the ether extract is usually desig- 
nated crude fat. The fat of food is 
either stored up in the body as fat or 
burned to furnish heat and energy. 
“CARLOHYDRATES are usually divided 
into two groups—nitrozen free extract, 
_~ including starch, sugar, guins and the 
like, and cellulose or fiber, the essential 
constituent of the walls of vegetable 
cells. Cotton fiber and wood pulp are 
nearly pure cellulose. The carbo- 
hydrates form the largest part of the 
dry tnatter of all vegetable foods. 
“PROTEIN (or nitrogenous materials) 
coustimite the flesh forming materials 
of the food. Itfnrnishes the materials 
for the lean flesh, blood, skin, muscles, 
tendons. nerves, hair, horns, wool, the 
casein and albumen of milk, ete, For 
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HOW TO DEHORN CATTLE. 


Methods for Removing Horns from Calvos 
or from Aged Auimals. 

Undoubtedly the most satisfactory 
way of dispensing with the horns is to 
check their growth on the calf. For 
this purpose I havo successfully used 
caustic potash, says a writer in Orange 
Judd Farmer. It is sold in sticks about 
the size of a lead pencil, and may be ob- 
tained at any drug store. Five cents’ 
worth will be sufficient to dehorn six or 
eight calves. Tho best time to kill the 
horn is when the calves are from three 
to six days old, or as soon as the little 
horn button be definitely located. 
With a pair of scissors clip all the hair 
away from the embryo horn, Dip a 
finger in water, and moisten the horn, 
dry the finger and, after wrapping all 
but the lower énd of the stick of potash 
in paper, to prevent the fingers coming

FALL PIGS. 
A Pow Pertinent Words About How Bost 
to Manage Them, 

Thousands of farmers haye a yearly 
crop of fall pigs, and while many find 
them profitable animals to rear, others, 
through mismanagement, lose money on 
them, says the American Agriculturist 
Pigs farrowed in September and Octo 
ber should, under present market condi 
tions, be good property, if carefully 
handled. When well managed, they 
should be as thrifty and make quite as 
rapid growth as pigs farrowed in tho 
spring. Many farmers are very success- 
ful with spring-farrowed pigs, but fail 
utterly with those farrowed in the fall. 
They are successful with spring pigs 
because they raise them on pasture, 
generally clove ind attempt to raise 
fly on corn 

It has been demonstrated that young 
pigs require some kind of succulent or 
bulky food to make ahealthy, profitable 
growth, and that clover pasture fills the 
bill completely in summer, and that the 
best substitute in winter isa slop made 
of skim mill and middlings, to which 
may be added any kind of cooked veget- 
ables. The skim milk and middlings 
should be mixed in a tub or barrel, and, 
if the supply of milk is short, it may be 
extended with water. It is not necessary 
that this food should be cooked, but it 
should be allowed to soak until each par- 
ticle of the middlings has absorbed all 
the liquid it is capable of. With cold 
milk or water this will require about an

in contact with it, hold itas one would 
a pencil, and rub on the horn. All 
portions of the horn must be treated. 
During the process of applying the 
potash, the horn must be kept moisten- 
ed, but great caro should be observed 
not to put on so much water as to cause 
the dissolved potash to run down the 
calf's head, and cause unnecessary suf- 
fering. 

When the horn takes on an inflamed 
appearance, and the skin that covers it 
has become loosened, it is evident that 
it has received sufficient treatment. 
This application, or, indeed, that of any 
other fluid prepared to accomplish the 
same purpose, does cause some pain, but 
it does not last so long, nor is it as severe 
asin the case of the mature animal, 
when the saw is employed. When 
chemical dehorning compounds are used 
care must be observed to keep the bottle 
tightly closed with a rubber cork, other- 
wise a second experiment with the same 
bottle, after it has been open for several 
months, might not be very satisfactory. 
If caustic potash is used it will be nec- 
essary to bottle up tight to prevent the 
moisturé in the air from dissolving it. 

When horns are to be removed by 
means of the saw, I prefer to wait until 
they are fully developed, for it has 
begn my experience that ugly stub horns 
will surely be the result when half- 
grown horns are sawed off. If the 
work be properly performed on a ma- 
ture animal there will be very little 
further growth, the horn willsoon round 
over with a hard shell, and rareiy ever 
grow so long that it will not be covered 
by the hair on the head. From data 
secured before and after dehorning 
twelve cows a few years ago I found 
that there was a slight falling off in the 
milk yield during the 24 hours following 
the operation, and an increase in the fat. 
There was also a slight increase in the 
temperature of each animal, denoting a 
small degre of fever. All of the ani- 
tals struggled more or less while the 
work was being done, and there can be 
no question but that it is painful. but 
the work can and should be done very 
quickly, In no case should it require 
more than half a minute to remove a 
horn; in some cases five or six strokes 
of the saw are sufficient. The loss of 
blood is usually slight, but it is not un- 
common for one or more fine streams to 
spurt out from the horn for 15 or 20 
minutes. I have never yet found it 
necessary to put anything on the horn 
to stop the flow of blood or’ to assist in 
healing. The work can be safely done 
at any time except during the hot 
months when the flies are troublesome, 

Asimple method of securing an ani- 
mal for dehorning is shown in the illus- 
tration. The animal is placed in an or- 
dinary stable stanchion, the precaution 
being taken to have it braced very se- 
curely. A pair of light double pulley 
blocks is then fastened to the ceiling a 
little in front and to one side of the ani- 
malasit stands in the stanchion, A 
heavy fiveringed halter is placed 
on the animal's. head; the pulley hook 
is then fastened to the halter, and the 
head drawn up as high as it can be, 
Owing to the block being hung to one 
side the animal’s head is turned side- 
ways; when it is drawn up, this position 
enables the operator to get at the horn 
conveniently, The horn should be saw- 
ed off so close to the base that there 
will be a rim of hair left on the severed 
horn. As goon as one horn is removed 
the assistant releases the rope, the pul 
ley is hung up on the other side of the 
animaland the operation repeated on 
the remaining horn, The rope should 
not be fastened, but held by an assist- 
ant so that the head may be released 
the instant the horn is off. The opera 
tor should, when all is ready, work with 
all the vigor possible, and not hesitate 
and stop because the animal moves 
about a little. A carpenter's aw, such

and keep them in good working order, 
it should never be fed in the form of 
mush, and great care should be taken 


The army regulations give the follow- 
ing directions for shoeing horses: 

“In preparing the horse's foot for the 
shoe do not touch with the knife, the 
frog. sole, or bars. In removing gurplus 
growth of that part of the foot which is 
the seat of the shoe, use the cutting 
pincers and rasp, and not the knife. The 
shoeing knife may be used, if necessary, 
in using the topclip. Opening the heels 
or making a cut in the angle of the wall 
at the heel must not be allowed, The 
rasp may be used upon the part of the 
foot when necessary, and the same ap- 
plies to the pegs. No cutting with the 
knife is permitted; the rasp alone is 
necessary, Plat-footed horses should be 
treated as the necessity of each case may 
require. In forging the shoe to fit the 
foot, be careful that the shoe is fitted to 
and follows the circumference of the. 
foot clear round to the heels; the heels of 
the shoe should not be extended back 
straight and outside of the walls at the 
heels of the horse's foot, as,is frequently 
done. Care must bo used that the shoo 
is not fitted too small,.the outside sur- 
face of the wall being then rasped down 
to make the foot short to suit the shoe, 
as often happens. The hot shoe must 
not be applied to the horse’s foot under 
any circumstances. Make the upper or 
foot surface of the shoe perfectly flat, so 
as to give a level bearing. A shoe with 
a concaye ground surface should be 
used,” 

Another Style of Need Box. 

This style of a poultry feeder can be 
of sufficient length to accommodate 
as much poultry us is kept. It will be 
found to not only prevent waste but to 
keep the food perfectly clean, thereby 
promoting the health of the birds. It 
should not be so wide but that the 
poultry can reach to the centre from 
each side, The cover should be slanting 
to prevent poultry standing on it. Con- 
structed as shown in the cut they will 
slide off every time. Lath can be used 
for slats, and those on the back or hizh- 
est side must come 8 or 10 inches above 
the top, and be pointed so that no chick

Important In Morse Breeding. 

Size and soundness cut important fig- 
ures in breeding for profit, If you 
fail to keep your colts growing they wil] 
surely be small, and that means not 
only hata maturity but a small price, 
not to exceed one-half or two-thirds 
what they would bring if they were 
properly fed and cared for, Another 
very common cause of stunting the 
growth of colts is exposure to cold and 
storms. The animal heat must be kept 
up or your colt dies. That can only be 
done in one way, viz.: by feed and shel 
ter. Much less feed will do if proper 
shelter be supplied, and I have always 
thought shelter much cheaper than feed, 


even when grain is very low.—Ohio 
Parmer,

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A CO-OPERATIVE DAIRY, 


Plans and Specifications of a Typloal 
Institution of the Sort. 

Prof. Georgeson in his recent report 
to department of agriculture on the dairy 
industry in Donmark, describes a “typi- 
cal co-operative creamery” as follows, 
We had the illustrations reproduced by 
photographic process: This creamery is 
calculated to handle the milk of about 
700 cows. Vig. 1isthe front view. The 
double doors on the left enter the drive:

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Swiss Cows and Swiss Methods 

The Live Stock Journal, in desberibing 
a visit to Switzerland, has a good word 
to say of Swiss cows. Some years ago 
wo were much impressed by the fact 
that an Anglo-Swiss milk condensing 
company received greater amounts of 
milk from Swiss herds than from Eng- 
lish herds. Several thousand cows were 
involved in the statement. The quota- 
tion confirms this favorable impression. 

Those who are friendly to soiling and 
to confining cows to stables will find 
comfort in the quotation: 

Visitors were much struck with the 
size and excellence of the farm buildings 
on Adolph Stucki’s farm of forty acres. 
He has twenty capital cows of fhe Sim 
menthal breed. Tho cows are kept tied 
up (as elsewhere throughout the dis 
tricts visited) in summer as well as in 
winter, and are only let out in the 
autumn after the second (or third in 
some cases) cut of grass has been cleared 
off the pasture. They are fed exclusive: 
ly upon green forage, cut and brought 
into the cow-house for them in summer, 
and on hay and oatmeal mixed with 
water in winter. At the farm school at 
Rutti there are about 125 acres of land 
and a large herd of Simmenthal cows is 
kept, with a good number of pigs. Sixty 
cows were seen in their stalls—a splen- 
did lot.

er, is traveling in Europe, and writes as 
follows to the New York Herald: 

A dairy commissioner who was sent 
from England to Holland to find out 
why in that country milk and butter- 
producing is profitable when it isn’t in 
England, said to me in tones somewhat 
resembling disgust: 

“The two great reasons why Hood 
farmers make money out of cowsi tha 
they dress them in overcoats and ....u 
tether them at pasture. Dairy experts 
have been telling English farmers this 
for years, but the farmers only laugh 
and say that the idea of dressing cows 
up in clothes is too ridiculous to be con- 
sidered.” 

“Well! and what is gained by making 
cows wear silk hats and trousers?” I in- 
quired, 

“There you are,” said the dairyman 
indignantly. “Even you laugh at the 
notion. ‘The reason is that a cow that 
is comfortably dressed and happy will 
give more milk and eat less 
than a cow that has the blues 
and a consumptive cough, In Hol- 
land they don't give them kid gloves or 
patent shoes, but they put blankets over 
them when it’s wet and chilly, But you 
can't get the English farmer to do it. 
He'd rather sit and wait for the sheriff. 
And yet the cow ulster and the cow 
tether, if adopted in England, might 
mike all the difference between profit 
and loss for the dairy.” 

“Why tether thom?” 

“Tt’s simple. A cow that’s allowed to 
promenade around a field likea dude up 
and down Piccadilly, treads and ruins 
alinost as much ¢ s she eats She 
flita from flower to flower, as it were, 
culling the best and trampling the rest. 
But a cow that is tethered eats round 
in a circle, learns habits of economy and 
takes the lean with the fat. 

“She also is fatter and happier, for 
knowing she can’t travel she abandons 
all ambition to explore and just settles 
down and becomes tame and domestic- 
ated, Cows of a roaming disposition 
produce less inilk, just as a rolling stone 
keeps every one guessing, but moults its 
moss. You can put a lot more tethered 
cows in a field than loose cows, and they 
will be just as well fed, cow for cow.”

The noteworthy feature of the case is 
the fact that those holding such cows 
wore too well satisfied with the business 
tosell out their cows, although the al 
ternative explunation may be found in 
the assertion that there are few cows of 
this description

The butter fat that is lost by careless 
setting of milk in private dairies is 
enormous, Paying 1 per cent. interest 
on borrowed capital is nothing to it 
‘This is one of the leaks in dairying that 
cots down the net profits,

Brining Salt, 

Brining salt, as it is termed across the 
water, is a method of salting that we 
hear less of on this side of the ocean 
than formerly. An ex-dairy teacher 
gives her system of brining salt in the 
Dairy World, London, from which we 
extract the following suggestions for 
those who still use the method or for 
those who may desire to adopt it: 

“Should only a very slightly salted 
butter be required, as for the London 
market, one pound of good salt to a gal- 
lon of water, left on the butter for 
about ten minutes, will be sufficient; 
enough brine should be used to cover 
the grains thoronghly. As a general 
rule, a little less brine than the quantity 
of cream put in the churn should be 
used. If amore fully salted butter be 
desired, the amount of salt to the gallon 
should be increased and allowed to re- 
main a longer time on the grains of but- 
ter—say twenty minutes to half an hour. 
I certainly consider salting by means of 
brine the best method, if carried on with 
judgment. I find there are many who 
have tried brine and given it up because 
they fail to get the butter sufficiently 
salt; and on inquiry I generally find the 
butter is churned into lumps before 
brining. Done in this way it is useless, 
as it would be hours before the salt had 
penetrated to the centre of each lump, 
while the exterior would be too salt, 
thus failing to effect uniformity.” 


About Sal ng Butter. 

Ordinary barrel salt is unfit for but- 
ter. It is coarse, harsh, hard to dissolve 
and impure. This should be sufficient 
to banish it entirely from the dairy, but 
it is not, and thereby a great loss is sus- 
tained. When a wholesaler gets a load 
of this butter he shavesit up thin and 
soaks out the salt. He doesn't do this 
for nothing. He then rechurns it ip 
some skim-milk to impart a flavor, for 
the water which took out the salt left it 
flat flavored. Then he salts it with good 
dairy salt, works and packs it and puts 
iton the market, All this is expensive 
and even then the productis not as good 
as it would have been had this extra 
treatment been unnecessary. 

Under no circumstances use common 
salt. Get the best dairy salt. The 
Hutchinson special brand for butter is 
allright every time. In tho private dairy 
asalt which is not only pure and soft 
(so that it will not tear the grain), but 
dissolve quickly, is desirable. This is 
because the temperature of the common 
farm dairy room is not under control 
and the butter may be injured by simply 
standing for the “slow” salt to dissolve. 
Kansas Farmer.

STILTON CHEESE, 


Vapor Tells Mow It 
Manufactured, 
Stilton is a double cream cheese, madg 
mostly in Leicestershire, and the best 
milk for the purpose is that obtained | 
from cows fed on good old pasture with. 
out artificial food, It is made from the — 
morning's mess of milk, to which hag 
been added the cream of the night's milk, | 
in the proportion of a quart of cream for 
every ten quarts of milk. Themilkand | 
cream, haying been nicely mixed togeth- 
er, are set for coagulation in 4 small 
tub, in which there has been previously 
arranged a linen strainer, The mage is 
set in the ordinary way with rennet, 
and, when coagulation is perfected, the 
curd is cut across in large checks, and, 
without further breaking, is lifted gent- 
ly into a willow basket for the whey to 
escape. No heat, except the natural heat 
as it comes from the cow, is used during 
the process. After the whey has separat- 
ed from the curd in the basket, as 
described above, the curd is carefully 
placedin a hoop, * and is then turned « 
every three hours, say four or five times 
aday. No pressure is applied, except 
its own weight, and it remains in ing 
<i

hoops without cloth or bandage, being 
turned from day to day until safficient- 
ly consolidated to hold together, whenit 
is taken out anda bandage pinned about 
it, and then it is set upon the shelf to 
cure. The hoop is seven inches in dia- 
imeter and eight inches high; it is pierced. 
with holes, and has two little followers, 
fitting above and below the cheese, each 
pierced with holes for the escape of the 
whey. Two ‘‘setters.” or covers with 
rims, are also provided and pierced with 
holes, so that in turning the cheese all 
that is needed is to change ends without 
taking the cheese from the hoop. 
The salt may be applied from 
the outside, after the cheese ia 
taken from the hoop, but some makers 
prefer to sprinkle salt on each layer of 
curd as itis placed in the hoop. The 
cheese is kept at a temperature of about 
70° for some time, and then is placed in 
@ warm room for the development of the — 
blue mould, which is considered of 
prime importance, If mites instead of — 
blue mould appear the cheese shad be 
often turned and brnshed, whic 
courages the growth’ of the mould’ 
admitting air. Sometimes pieces of o] 
cheese are placed in the cheese for thi 
same object. The skim milk left afte: 
creaming the eyening’s mess may be 
given to calves, or made into skim 
cheese. Stilton cheese is not considere 
to be sufficiently mellow for cuttin; 
until it is two vears old; when ripened 
it may -be mouldy, but should be suf- 
ficiently soft to spread like butter.—

LAST SLAVE AUCTION. 


AND HOW IT WAS WAS: CONDUCTED 
ON A GEORGIA PLANTATION, 


Interesting Account ofa Scone Witnossed 
Noar Savannah—The Class of Poopleo Who 


Attended Such Salos—Slaves Valucloss 


After the War Broke Out. 


The death of a gentleman in Philadol- 
phia recently has recalled the last groat 
slave auction in the south in 1859. This 
gentleman was tho clork of tho sale, and 
and he wrote as a memento an elaborate 
and circumstantial account of the two 
days’ proceedings, and this he did secret- 
ly, so intense was the desire of the mana- 
gers to prevent any report getting to the 
papers of the north. 

Tho sale was held at tho race track, 
near Savannah, and the negroes were the 
property of Mr. Pierce Butler of Philadel- 
phin. His family name was Mease, but 
inboriting a fortune in land and slaves 
from his grandfather, Maj. Pierce Butler 
of South Carolina, he changed his name, 
He very generously shared his fortune 
with his brother John, who, after servico 
in the Mexican war, died about 1850, Mr. 

Butler was an inveterate and most unlucky 
card player, and spent most of his time in 
Joe Hall’s rooms, Eighth, above Sansom, 
then the most fashionable and exclusive 
card saloon in this city. Hall was, de- 
spite his profession, much respected and 
liked. He died a few years ago, a poor 
Methodist minister on the eastern shore. 
Tt was in Mr, Hall's place that Mr. Butler 
made the losses that forced him to sell his 
slaves. Tt is said that on one occasion he 
held four dences and proceeded to bet in a 
fashion that led Hall to remonstrate, but 
Butler laughed at him. With $26,000 up 
he was Called, and Hall held four kings, 

Butler inherited the beautiful old man- 
sion now the site of the Sharpless building, 
Fighth and Chestnut, Philadelphia, and 
this he was forced to sell, and, in 1859, his 
creditors began to press for their money 
and his agent, Charles Munhead, convey- 
ancer, of this city, went to Georgia to ar- 
range the sale of his slaves. It wasa 
cheerless day in October, 1859, when there 
came trooping into the race ground 983 
negroes, divided into groups representing 
families. At the head of that sad proces- 
sion was a withered man and woman, bent 
almost double by toil, leaning on sticks, 
and with them a giant negro, their only 
son and a well known blacksmith, All 
wer marched under the sheds, and negro- 
like, at once commenced to gather sticks 
fora fire. Abont half of them came from 
the rice fields of Darien. ‘These were pure 
Congo and in many instances retained their 
unconth African language. ‘he rest were 
far more intelligent in appearance and 
were from St, Simon island, acotton plan-

An Interesting Chat With the Rev. 
W. J. Chapin

There was not a single representative of 
the old planter families from the vicinity, 
as they were disgusted with the whole 
proceeding. It was one of their traditions 
that they had never sold’ a negro born on 
their plantations, except for persistent 
misconduct, and after the sale Butler 
found himseif astranger among his form- 
er associates, 

And now the bell in fhe grand stand 
rang find the crowd gathered around the 
portly ‘‘Majah” Stone, who, in a speech 
finent with adjectives, praised the crowd, 
the ‘‘niggahs,” and onr beloyed Georgia, 
first among the states—and that was busi- 
ness in those haleyon days, There were 
429 lots of black humanity, and prices 
ranged from $260 up to $2,100—this last 
for a first-rate blacksmith, bought for an 
estate in the neighborhood. ‘len years 
later the slave was in the legislature, 
aud the master’s family lived on his bounty. 

The professional traders were the largest 
buyers, Col. Pate of Vicksburg taking 220. 
It was announced from the first that no 
division of families would be permitted 
and this made the sale less profitable, as 
many of the members were old or infirm, 
and to get the good ones purchasers had 
to take others less desirable. ' It took two 
days to make a finish and the proceeds 
amounted to $303,850. The second day 
brought in a wind from the sea and a cold 
fog that swept in waves over the grounds, 
The negroes huddled about the fires, cook- 
ing their bacon and hoe cake, and here 
Mr. Butler pnt in an appearance. From a 
bag curried by a servant he gave each one 
of his old servants $1 in bright quarters. 
After all was said in dennuciation of the 
sole, the fact remained that it was neces- 
sary on Butler's part; his creditors ordered 
it, and one of the most vizorous people in 
enforcing his claim was a Philadelphia 
gentleman who was a leading and oratori- 
cal abolitionist. 

Out ofthe sale of one of the groups 
arose a series of tragdies that fitly illustrat. 
ed the tendencies of negro trading. Most 
ef the men iu this business were fighters. 

They knew they were despised and avoid- 
ed by gentlemen, and so exacted a certain 
Amount of respect socially by their readi- 
ness to resent un insult, Tom Pate, a 
well-known Vicksburg trader, bought at 
the #ale a man, his two sisters, and wife, 
with the guarantee that they should not be 
separated. Disregarding this Pate sold the 
sisters, one to Pat Somers, a brother trad- 
er, aud the other to nresident of St. Louis, 
What legal rights « negro had in the south 
Were well protected. Somers was told of 
the guarantee, and he sent the girl back to 
Puteand demanded his money. A quarrel 
was the result and Somers was shot dead 
Ton days later his nephew killed Pate and 


died from the wounds received. ‘The fend 
was kept up untilevery male bearing tho 
nome of Pate was wiped ont and then the 
war liberated tho sisters, who were alive in

AN EDITOR'S CRIME, 


Soon after'T became deputy warden of 
J penitentiary we received an editor 
ngmed Horton, who had 
for life. Nowapaper folks go wrong ocens 
lonally, I suppose, but it is so rare that the 
editor and proprietor of a newspaper gets 
behind the bars, especially for the rest of 
his natural life, that prison officials look 
upon him aga curiosity, The other day I 
saw annual reports of eight different pris- 
ons, taking in abont 11,000 convicts, and 
there was not an editor among them. 

Hortoo was editor and proprietor of a 
weekly paver, He was a pretty strong 
writer and made many enemies, The ar- 
ticle which led to such grave consequences 
was 4 five-line squib ridiculing a local doo- 
tor. The doctor called to démanda retrac- 
tion, a fight ensued, and the editor had 
the misfortune to kill his man. He was 
sentenced to be hung, but the Governor 
commuted it to imprisonment -for life. 
When Horton reached the prison, he was 
in such a bad state of health that he had 
to go to the hospital, butafter a few weeks 
he was made librarian to the prison 
library. More or less favoritism is shown 
in every prison, though it may be denied 
ina generalway. It is policy to) pursue 
that course. A man who has been gently 
reared and is educated and refined may go 
wrong and may get himself into the 
clutches of the law, but it is not good 
policy to force him to do menial work or 
associate with habitual criminals of the 
lower order after he reaches prison, To 
pursne such a course would make him de- 
fiant and disobedient and drive him to 
think of escape, 

Horton was a pleasant, good-looking man 
of about 40. He told me that he should 
make the best of it and hope for a pardon 
after fouror five years, All of us liked him 
and felt sorry for his misfortune, and so it 
came that he was given charge of the li- 
brary, This was aroom thirty feet long by 
twenty feet wide, with a closet at one end, 
in which books received were stored for a 
time, and in which the prison stationery

er wall was just 93 feot in a straight line. 
To run a straight line, however, be had to 
pass under three sidewalks, a large flower 
bed and a big wood pile for use of the en- 
yine, While he had no assistant in the 
libry, yet the chaplain, the doctor and a 
dozen other officluls were Hable to drop in 
on him at a moment's notice, and the 
number of visitors averaged 50 per day, 
The man couldn't figure on having five 
minutes to himself any day in the week, 
and yet he went to work toron a tunnel 
toand under the wall, The library had 
no cellar, but the floor was elevated 3 feet 
above the earth, He made ao traloor in 
the floor of the closet, and ithum steame 
to say that I was in the place « uundred 
times and found nothing ont of the way. 

Then all was ready the editor sank a 
shaft 4 feot deep under the library and 
then began hia tunnel. He had a large 
chisel, a trowel and a broken spade to dig 
with, and there was an abundance of room 
to store his dirt. Those things were in his 
fuvor, but before the tunnel was completed 
he had run the risk of discovery tens of 
thonsnands of times, Some days he worked 
for uly ten minutes, other days not at all, 
What was done had to be accomplished 
between 7a, m, and 6 p.m, He conld 
not bar anyone out of the library, nor 
could he tell what minute someone would 
enter. No convict ever worked for liberty 
with such odds against him. He simply took 
the one chance in a thousand. ‘here were 
times when he descended to his tunnel aud 
worked for an hour before coming ont. 
After coming ont he had to wash his hands 
and remoye all dust and dirt, and he must 
haye had nerves of steel and a will of iron 
to bear up under the hourly fear of dis- 
covery, 

Horton was three yeara and three months 
digging his way out, and among prison 
officials it has been spoken of as the most 
wonderful escape on record, He would 
leave the library, descend to his tunnel, 
creep to the extreme end and work away. 
for five, ten or twenty minutes and then 
return, never knowing but he might find a 
prison official or three or fonr visitors 


was kept, This closet was five by eight. 
‘The library had been made by building on 
to a wing. 

A prison is a home, and the convicts are a 
family, the children of the warden, as it 
were. Every promiuent prisoner, especi- 
ally if he is not herded with tho others, is 
soon given a nickname, After a bit Hor- 
ton came to be known as ‘‘Head Line,” 
and in time his real name was almost. for- 
gotten. His wife got adivorce, his outside 
friends ceased to call on him, and he was 
virtually dead to the world. As far as I 
could judge, the man submitted to the in- 
evitable without a murmur, and it has ever 
since been a sore thought with me that I 
made such a mistake in sizing him up. 
Subsequent events proved that he began 
plotting from the very first, and we were 
to learn that he was a man willing to take 
the tost desperate chances to regainshis 
liberty. 

There was living in the town in which 
the prison was situated a young; lady 
named Calhoun. She was president of a 
local society which sent books and tracts 
to the prisoners. She used to come in 
every Saturday afternoon at 2 o'clock with 
something, sometimes having company 
and sometimes being alone, If she had 
books or tracts, the librarian received 
them or went with her to distribute them. 
Saturday afternoon was a holiday with the 
prisoners—that is, all were locked in their 
cells after noonday meal and could read, 
write or sleep. This order did not in- 
clude the librarian and certain other 
“‘trusties.” 

One Saturday afternoon Miss Calhoun 
was an hour late. It was in April, and 
the day was dark and foggy. It so hap- 
pened that we had received a large batch 
of prisoners that afternoon and were very 
busy, and no one could remember any- 
thing about the young woman except that 
she had come in as usual, The order was 
to pass her in and out without question. 
At 7 o'clock in the evening some of her 
friends called at the prison to say that she 
had not returned home. The turnkey re- 
membered that she was later than usual in 
passing in and for some time was certain 
that she passed out about 5 o'clock. At 
midnight, after a search of the town had 
been made, Miss Calhoun’s friends return- 
ed to the prison. Horton was the first to 
be consulted, He said she came in late, 
bringing two books and some tracts. ‘The 
books were left in the library, but he went 
with her to the west corridor to distribute 
the tracts, We verified his statement by 
going to the corridor. He said sho start- 
ed to leaye the prison without returning 
again to the library, and at 6 o'clock he 
was locked up for the night. 

The country around the prison was be- 
ing searched all night long, but soon after 
daylight the mystery was solved, The 
dead body of the girl was found inthe 
prison yard, To the west of the west 
wing was ao storehouse, which at that time 
contained but few goods, On the second 
floor lay the half naked body, while hat, 
dress, skirts and wrap were in a heap be- 
side it. 

In spite of my good opinion of Horton, I 
I suspected him of this awfuldeed, There 
were niue other “‘trusties’’ who might have 
possibly had opportunity, and so the deed 
conld not be brought home to him, He 
appeared to feel very badly about the mat- 
ter, and he gave us all the information ask- 
ed for, but I got the idea that he had plan- 
ned and coolly executed the crime and 
could not got rid of it. Whoever had kill- 
ed the poor girl had drossed in hor clothes, 
but afterward tuken them off If he had 
planned to go out in the disguise, his 
nerve had failod him. ‘Tho tragedy croat- 
ed intense excitement, and we made the 
most thorough examination of every cir 
cumstance connected with it, but it was 
impossible to discover the guilty party. 

About eight months after the murder, 
whon Horton had been with us for throe 
years and four months, I enterod tho li- 
brary at 5 o'clock ono evening to got a book 


for myself, I was there for abont 15 min- 
utes. ‘Tho editor was alone, and his de 
meanor was as calm and placid a8 usual, 


though aubsequont evonte made mo won 
der that he was not palo-faced and trem 
bling and ready to drop in his tracks, He 
had not filled the position of librarian over 
a week planning to

waiting for him. Any signal he could 
have arranged would have done him no 
good, as the sounding of the signal must 
mean discovery, His fortune in escaping 
discovery simply astounds one who figures 
on the odds against him. He could have 
had an assistant in tho library for the ask- 
ing, and had it been a convict whom he 
could trust his work would haye been made 
much lighter and the chances of discovery 
greatly lessened. He preferred to work 
alone, however, and assume all the risks, 
On the afternoon I called for the book 
Horton's tunnel was finished, and he was 
ready to go out. It was in winter, and 
darkness came before 5 o'clock. He had 
come up fromthe tunnel only three min- 
utes before J entered, and yet he betrayed 
not the least excitement. As soon as I left 
he descended again, crawled to the end of 
his tunnel, broke through the crnst and 
walked off. He was missed at 6 o'clock 
and the prison searched. Next day we 
went over every inch of the ground, but 
of course without success. That trapdoor 
in the closet was such a neat fit that it was 
five days before we found it and the tun- 
nel, and then Horton had made good his 
escape. : 

You will want to know how I learned of 
certain things, A year after Horton's es- 
cape we heard of him in Montana, He 
had joined a small band of trappers and 
hunters and was living among the moun- 
tains. After he had been located as near 
as possible it was decided that I should be 
sent out toattempt his capture. When I 
reached Gallatin, I learned that Horton’s 
party was in the mountains to the north 
and enlisted two men in the search for 
him, We wereon the trail of the hunters 
for a month before we found them. One 
evening we rode into their camp prepared 
to capture or kill “the fugitive murderer, 
but he wasnot there. Two days before he 
had started ont alone to inspect some 
traps and had not returned. The rest of 
the party, numbering six, had been out 
looking for him on the day of our arrival, 
but found no trace, The search was re- 
sumed next day, and along in the after- 
noon we found him, He had fallen overa 
cliff and landed ona shelf about forty feet 
down. His fall had been broken by a bush, 
but he had been severely injured and was 
almost dead when we got him up. He 
had broken a leg and an arm, and as there 
was no show to get a doctor we knew that 
death must soon terminate his sufferings. 
During the last day of his life Horton was 
not only conscious, but talkative and free 
from pain. He insisted on telling me all 
about the tunnel business, and of course I 
wag interested in the details, His end be- 
ing 80 certain and so near, I was in hopes 
he would make a clkan breast of the mur- 
der of Miss Calhoun. 1 plainly told him 
that I had suspected him from the hour of 
finding the body, and that figure it ont as 
I might no one else had the opportunity 
he had. He did not answer me for several 
minutes and then quietly said: 

“‘T will give you my idea of that affair, 
though of course it may be all wrong. 
When Miss Calhoun and I separated, she 
started for the exit and I for the library. 
‘There were several *'trxaties” about, and 
no doubt one of them spoke to her, and 
she may have turned aside, It was a 
dark, foggy day, you remember, and the 
man might have clutched her throat to 
prevent an alarm and carried her into the 
storehouse. Hoe took great riske, but was 
not discovered. I have always felt much 
grieved ovor the fate of that poor girl.” 

“What motives do you think the mur- 
derer had?” I asked. 

“Probably to don her clothes and pass 
out to liberty.” 

“But why didn’t he carry out his plan?” 

“Something throw him off his nerve as 
he approached the wicket probably. He 
could have gone ont unquestioned, but 
something happened to make “him suspect 
that he would bo nabbed,”

“My dear man,” he replied as a amie 
played over his palo face, “lot's talk about 
that tunnel and. drop all dismal subjects.

The second week in January we re- 
ceived word that Mrs. Abrey was in 
Battleford waiting to join us in camp.

Pnoumatic Mail Delivery. 

The pneumatic mail delivery system 
of London has 42 station, with a total 
length of 34 miles of tubes. Six engines 
of an aggregate of 216 horse-power con- 
stitute the power plant. In London the 
tubes are 2} and 3 inch lead pipes, laid 
in cast-iron pipes for protection. The 
carriers used in 2}inch tubes were but 
1} inches diameter, the remaining space 
being taken up by packing. Carriers 
are despatched singly. First, vacuum 
alone was used; later, vacuum and com- 
pressed air, The tubes used in the con- 
tinental cities in Europe were wrought 
iron, the Paris tubes being 2} inches 
diameter. There the carriers .are de- 
spatched in trains of six to ten, propelled 
by a piston,

Increasing Injury of Maggots on the 
Shoep of England, 

Woe abridge a very long article taken 
by the Rural World from Farming 
Workl of Eagland on ‘Maggots on 
Sheep.” The article is a prize essay by 
Mr, Duncan Cumeron, Onur sheep are 
not afilioted as the English sheep are re 
ported to be, yet they are often severely 
troubled. Mr, Cumeron says; 

“T am very doubtfal if there 
another disease to which sheep are sub- 
ject that has done so much hayvoe and 
given so much work to man as the mag- 
got pest during the last summer, 
especially in low-lying and wood dis- 
tricts. 


is 


The maggot pest has increased 
within the last few years to an en- 
ormous extent, and I venture to predict 
if it should increase in proportion in fu- 
ture that it will get beyond all human 
power to cope with. P 

“Very often maggots will make their 
appearance on the best guarded sheep 
and work their way beneath the woolin 
such an invisible form that even an ex- 
pert hand cannot detect them till the 
animal is reduced to a mere skeleton. 

“A few words as to the peculiarities 
of the maggot may prove of some inter- 
est. Maggots are caused by a ‘fly called 
a bluebottle or maggot fly. It is very 
easy to distinguish the bluebottle from 
the other different species of flies. When 
it goes about on the wingit keeps con- 
tinually humming like a bee. As soon 
as it rests or alights on anytbing the pe- 
culiar humming stops. 

“Anything dead or living from which 
there is the least foul smell attracts the 
bluebottle, and there it/depesits its eggs, 
which soon hatch into a seething mass 
of m ts. 

“The bluebottle [usually deposits its 
eggs on the hind-quarters of a sheep, 
being attracted by the filth which so 
frequently accumulates:near the tail. 

“When the maggots come to maturity 
on the tail of the sheep they force their 
way underneath the wool to the sheep’s 
back, even on to the flanks, where they 
can penetrate more easily through the 
skin. As long as the sheep goes un- 
dressed the blnebottle keeps depositing 
eggs on it so that the eggs must bo 
coming to maturity every hour until the 

_ sheep is a seething mass of maggots. 
Maggots generally make their ap- 

pearance in the beginning of June, but 
in the past sumnier they signalized their 
appearance in the month of May and 
continued till October.” 

For preventive measures Mr, Camer- 
on advises the closer watching of ewes 
y th lemb as they are more likely to be 
we ik in the bowels and haye foul wool 
avoutthe thighs, This wool must be kept 
cut away, and indeed, he advises plac- 
ing the sheep in tanks, the parts washed | 
and the removal of the dirty wool about 
the tuil. There is a tuft of wool be- 
tween the sheep's hind legs, which 

generally forms into a bridge, As long 

as thés bridge of wool remains it will 
not allow the sheep's droppings to fall 
clear to the ground, and is the cause of 
the filth aceumuluting near the tail. 
The person who dresses the sheep should 
be very careful to haye this bridge re- 
moved. I haveno doubt it would cause 
a lot of work to take the sheep into the 
tank at that time of year, but where 
maggots are prevalent it would pay in 
the long rup. A 

Whenever the shepherd goes to the 
sheep lot he is advised to carry alone a | 
fly oil for use, and whenever during the 
summer the sheep are gathered they 
ehould be dressed, especially those suf- | 
fering with diarrhoea. It:is on the dirty 
parts that the bluebottles deposit their 
ezgs, therefore it is advised to use the 
oilon these parts when occassion de- 
mands. 

Mr. Cameron seys that there is noth- 
ing so easy to cure as sheep affected 
with maggots. 

“Tmagine a sheep that has deep 
wounds in its flesk. In such a case, if 
strong dip be applied it will kill both 
sheep and maggots. The best way, to 
dress an urtshorn maggoty sheep wonld 
boto remeye the wool where they are 
lodged and the most of them would 
come away inthe wool. After having 
removed the wool apply a weak solu- 
tion of dip tothe parts affected. Also 
sprinkle a little dip on the edge of the 
fleece wiich remains.on the sheep. At 
the same time, if it be convenient, it is 
better to clin the sheep altogether. I 
have often observed, where the above 
rules were properly carried out, that she 
bluebottle seldom paid a second visit to 
the same animal. When maggots get o 
lodgement upon a shorn sheep orona 
lamb it would not do to remove the 

wool fromthe parts affected. At tho 
same time they can be equally as well 
cured without being <lipped. The 
weaker the dip that is applied, provid- 
ed it drives the: maggots off the sheep, 
the better. Very often when maggots 
get lodgement upon a sheep the wool 
gots matted, and when strong dip is ap- 
plied it kills the maggots on the spot, 
and it is impossible to remove them frou 
the wool. They are left to ret and de- 
cay underneath the wool, where they 
cause a etrong, rotten smell. The blue- 
bottle comes the very next day, not 
heeding the dip in the least, and ‘depos- 
its ite egya on the wool aboye the dead 
insects. ‘The egys will not come to ma- 
surity so quickly, but in a very short 
time the sheep is again infested. 


The Room Kequired, 

Prof. Hunt, in a paper read before the 
Iowa Stock Breeders’ Association, on 
barn building. said that storage for a 
1,000-pound animal for 200 days would 
require room as follows: For grain, 150 
cubic feet; hay, 500 cubic feet; bedding, 
600 cubic feet. ‘The animal, tied up re- 
quires 580 cubic feet. The dailyamonnt 
of manure accumulations is about 70 
pounds from each 1,000-pound animal, 
and one animal will produce gbout ten 
tons of manure ina year. —Obio Farmer,

DUROC-JERSEY SWINE.

New Vork and ‘the adjoining parts of 
Vermont. A prouwiinent farmer ef Sar- 
atoga county bought some fine red pigs 
from the owner of the celebrated 
thoroughbred horse Duroc, and called 
them Durocs, in compliment to the 
horse. 

For years the Jersey Reds and the 
Durocs were bred without much care, 
‘and the names were applied somewhat 
indiscriminately. But about ten years 
cago, the breeders of red swine saw the 
advisability of coming together. A 
meeting was held at Elkhorn, Wis., 
Jaye 1, 1883, ab which steps were taken 
Reading to a ‘full organization of the 
‘Duroc-Jersey Swine Breeders’ Associa- 
tion. The first volame of the ‘Ameri- 
«ean Duroc~Jersey Record” was publish- 
ved in 1885. ‘Then for seworal years little 
was done sowing to the embarrassing 
condition of the association’s finances. 
However, -at the annual meeting in 
Chicago, November 1648, a complete 
reorganization was effected and the fol- 
lowing month the association was fully 
incorporated under the Jaws of Illinois. 
Volumes two and three combined were 
issued in 1890, the entire number of 
animals recorded being 2,259 boars and 
6,000 sows. The breed is at present re- 
garded as permanently established. 

The Duroc Jersey hoss may be de 
scribed in a general way as symmetri- 
cal, hardy, prolific, easily reared, and 
good “rustlers.” Thextandard qualifica- 
tions adepted by the association embrace 
the following: Head.small in propor- 
tion to size of body; wide between the 
eyes; fece nicely dished and tapering 
well down to nose; surface smooth and 
even; eyes lively, bright and prominent; 
ears moderately thin, pointing forward, 
downwerd and slightly outward, carny- 
ing slight curve Neck, short, thick 
and very deep; slightly arching. Jowl 
broad, full and neat, carrying fulness 
back to point of shoulders and on line 
with breast bone. Shoulders moderate- 
ly broad, very deep -and full, not ex- 
tending.2boye line ofineck. Chest latge, 
very deep, filling full behind shonldere. 
Back medium in breadth, straight or 
slightly arching, cayrying even width 
from skoulders to -+iam, Sides wery 
aleep, medium length, and carrying out 
full down ‘£0 lineof belly. Hams broad, 
full and well down tohock. Legs medi- 
uu: in size and length, straight, nicely 
‘tapering, wide apart, and well set ander 
‘body; pasterns strong and short; feet 
short, firm and tough. Tail medium 
large at base, nicely. tapering and rather 
Dushy at point. Coat moderately thick 
and fine, straight and emooth, covering 
the body well; coloy,.cherry red without 
sathnixture.

Change the Diet 

Hens are very partial toa variety, and 
Will always accept a change of diet. 
They will leave one kind of food for 
another very readily, and will subsist 
on a smaller proportion if given a vari- 
ety than if kept on a single article. 
Even when food is abundant the hens 
are often tempted to seek something 
new. They will accept grasa, vege 
tables, insects, seeds or an other kinds, 
making & mealof fish or meat or con- 
tonting themselves with chopped grase, 
This gives the farmer a wide range from 
which to select a varied diet, and there 
iano reason for keeping the heng on 
wheat or corn only, 


must have sufficient size and weight to 
enable him ‘to haul, without undue 
effort, his oyner's friend or, in an emer- 
gency, asurrey, while his disposition 
and training must be such that he is 
absolutely feurles¢, safe at all times, 
tractable, and easily driven. Endurance 
is a greater factor than extreme speed, 
and the horse that will road twelve or 
fourteen miles an hour, and if neces- 
sary show a 2.40 clip, is all that can be 
desired. 

“What do you consider the most de- 
sirable size for road work on city boule- 
vards?’ was asked, 

“Prom 15.8 to 16 hands,” was'the re- 
ply, “‘and weighing from 1,050 to 1,150 
pounds, is the desirable size; color is of 
no particular importance, and jis de- 
pendent solely upou the taste of the pur- 
chaser, white as a rule being tabooed 
and not quite generally bred out. 

“Too much importance cannet ‘be 
paid to the animal's style of moving; he 
should be high-headed and stylish, with 
a.pure, clean, open gait. A mixer ora 
horse that interferes or reyuires booting 
‘is;particularly to be objected to. A 
hard headed puller cannot betom strong- 
ly condemned, as such ian animal con- 
‘verts a pleasure into a decided burden. 
‘Dhe macadamized roads of the-city and 
the concussion resulting dxem rapid 
driving are particularly trying on the 
horses’ feet, and nime tenths of the 
-lameness in horses «an be correctly 
located there. [t is, therefore, obvious 
that.a good foot is ef the mtmost im- 
portance. Although good thorses are 
brediin all sections ef the country, Lam 
partial to the horse raisediin a high, rol- 
ling conntry as compared :to the:one 
raised on the more marshy prairie land. 
The effects of environment .are too\well 
knowr to need any comments, :and 
horses raised on low lands have,:as a 
rule, their walled, lossely constructed, 
flat feet, that in wearing qualities can- 
not becompared with the tongh, thick, 
and high-walled hoof of the colt raised 
on a higher and more flinty seil. 

“When hitching on the street.or inex- 
posed places %o not force your horse to 
face the wind, and becareful to blanket, 
even if -only for a few moments. It 
‘saves yoor horse wonderfully, andipre 
vents rheumatism and a host of 
itroubles.”” 

_ A Bunch of Errore. 

An exchange tells us that, calculating 
from the best feeding experiments we- 
sported by the various stations, it ne- 
quires abont four pounds of good feed 
to produce a pound of sork, ve pounds 
for a pound of inutton, six pounds for a 
pound of beef, twelve pounds for a 
pound of butter and thirty-five pounds 
for a pound of wool. A great many 
animals, through imperfect inethods, 
ave fattened or grown at a much greater 
expense of feed; but the relation indie- 
ated by the abewe figures is largely veri- 
fied by current prices of the varions an- 
dinal products. 

The editor of the exchange quoted, 
saysthe Mirror and Farmer, and we 
draw from a second-hand source so that 
itis doubly endorsed, could not well 
pack more misinformation on animal 
nutrition in equal space and find, as the 
original writer found, an endorser, Pour 
pounds of food will make « pound of 
live pig but not of mature pork, Nine 
pounds of food may, in good 
feeders’ hands, make u pound of 
live sheep, but five pounds of food 
has not been shown by any ‘feed- 
er of hay aud grain to be able to make a 
pound of mutton. Six pounds of food 
fora ponnd of beef (he does not say of 
live cattle) isequally as bad a mistake. 
Where is the experiment station that 
has shown that the twelve pounda of 
food will make » pound of butter? This 
ratio makes the food cost of a pound of 
butter only twice that of beef, u propor 
tion that we have never before seen 
claimed. How does the claim that 85 
pounds of food make a pound of wool 
originate; what proportion is charged to 
growth in live weight and what propor 
tion to wool. Equally as unsound is the 
claim that market rates accord with 
thisdivision. Is live cattle 50 per cent 
higher than live hogs or beef 50 per 
cent higher than pork? Such looseness 
of generalization is discouraging both 
to more careful journalism and to read- 
ers who become suspicious of all farm 
literature that they donot already know 
to be approximately true and hence lit- 
tle inforined by it, 


| the manure will wash off, or is so sandy 


degree the manure heaps beneath the 
barn windows. Loose piles of manure, 
however, kept dry under these shed 
roofs are subject to serious fire fanging, 
as it is called, so that in many cases the 
manure when carried to the fields is of 
little more value than that which has 
been leached of its best fertilizing ele- 
ments. This trouble iscommonly avoid- 
ed in the storing of manure in cellars, 
as hogs are usually kept upon the man- 
ure, and these keep it both moist and 
well-tramped, so that heating does not 
take place rapidly. Within recent years 
anew method of protecting manure has 
found much favor in certain parts of the

country, and thisisim the use of com- 
pletely cevered barnyards, over which 
the decumulating manure from the cow 
and herse stalls, the calf and sheep 
pens, is evenly spread, and coarse litter 
thrown on top, tlee whole being kept 
firmly packed by the constant tramping 
of animals over it, preventing all in- 
jurioms heating. Such a barnyard also 
provides splendid protection to animals 
when not housed at night during the 
summer, this roof protecting them from 
heavy showers in the night, and afford- 
ing an excellent opportunity for exercise 
sintéhe winter, as all the sides, except 
thet toward the south, can de protect- 
‘ed against cold winds by being 
temporarily boarded up. The plan of 
acovered barnyard shown in the illus- 
‘tration provides not only for the required 
{protection of both animals and manure, 
“put affords also an excellent grain cham- 
ber, where grain can be stored conven- 
dent for use. Under the side roofs is 
also afforded a chance for the storing of

dairying and’ for several years I have 
had charge of a dairy herd managed en- 
tirely on the lines laid down by him, 


surface they glide in an exceedingly 
thin layer, and enter throngh apertures 


and in all that time not a single animal 
has been lost nor has a penny been 
spent in medicines of any kind, though 
the herds have always contained many 
excellent milk and butter-producing 
cows, such as alone are liable to attack. 
“Our heifers, the produce of the best 
cows, were bred to produce their first 
calves in the summer, and previous to 
the birth of the fourth calf, or until the 
fifth year was reached, everything was 
done to develop the milk yessels and 
stimulate the milk flow as well as to 
keep them in a healthy and thriving 
condition, From this time every pre- 
caution wastaken. If the cow were a 
rich milker but inclined to go dry for a 
few weeks before calving she was al- 
lowed a rest, but on approaching par- 
turition should her udder become at all 
distended she was withont any hesitation 
milked ont. If a persistent milker—one 
of the perennial kind—it was always re 
garded as the only safe course not to 
stop milking her, nor to allow an accu- 
mulation of milk, though the old milk 
Decame useless or new milk had 
come, as occasionally happened. If 
due to calye during such time as 
necessitated housing at night, she 


‘small toots, and a great variety of arti-

With all due regard to this and other 
means for saving manure, however, it

at the moment it is voided by our farm 
animals, It then containsas much m- 
trogen, potash, phosphoric acid, lime. 
etc., as it ever willcontain. The sooner 
itis pet upon the land the less waste 
there will be of those elements of plant 
food, unless the land is so exposed that 


that the plant food will leach away and 
be lost. Because excreinent does mot 
impreve by keeping, it is applied at 
once.—American Agriculturist. 


Hints for Horsemen. 

In-ease of fire in stables, pat a sad@le 
on your horse and you can lead him out 
withent difficulty. 

Just before driving alight feed of oats 
‘should be given instead of abeavier feed 
of a more bulky grain. 

Horses recovering or suffering from 
‘debilitating diseases are readily over- 
‘come by heat und should not be put to 
exhaustive work. 

The horse wus used as food by the 
early Saxon settlers of Britain, but as 
civilization adyanced horseflesh became 
unfashionable. 

Instraining a colt the safest rule is to 
teach him one thing at a time, and be 
sure that it is learned thoroughly before 
attenrpting something else. 

By usinga bit that hurts yon will 
teach.acolt to dread the bit and shrink 
from it. This should never be. He 
should be taught to drive well up on the 
bit and vield a quick obedience to it. 


The Most ’rofiiable Period. 

Prof. Sanborn has a basis of success: 
fal experience for his work as an agri- 
enltural professor and experimenter. 
Asa practical swine grower he made 
over 100 actual feeding tests with hogs 
of various weights, using varions foods 
and employing about 400 hogs. He 
found, on tlie average, a certain amount 
of food was required to make a pound 
of gain on pigs weighing seventy 
pounds; 3.8 per cent, more food was re 
quired to make the same gain on pigs 
weighing seventy pounds; 14 per cent. 
more on pigs weighing 125 pounds; 10 
per cent. more on pigs of 175 pounds; 
22 per cent, more on hogs of 225 pounds, 
and so on up until. 71 per cent. more 
feed was required on hogs weighing 825 
pounds. The experience of other ex: 
experimenters heretofore given is of a 
similar character, So it appears that 
tho period for most profitable hog feed 
ing is before 200 pounds weight is at 
tained, 


Cull the Mock. 

Do not wait for winter to arrive be 
fore culling the flock, It is expensive 
to keep what may not be wanted, and 
as there will be but little increase of 


remained at pasture during the day 
and at night was fed sparingly, no 
rich food being allowed her; if due to 
calye during the warmer season, she re- 
mained at pasture, which provided her 
entire food. For the first week after 
calying the cow was lightly fed on such 
diet.as would preclude constipation and 
‘any considerable or immediate increase 
of milk, after whieh period no danger 
was feared and she was fed fuil rations, 
to which.a generous response was in- 
yariably made, I have drawn four gal- 
lons of milk from 2 Jersey cow which 
produced full two pounds of butter on 
the day before calving. This cow had 
been milked continuously for years, and 
yet her own condition and that of her 
calves were all that could be desired. 
Only two other cows by the sire of this 
one were produced in our neighborhood 
and both died from milk fever. They 
were rich milkers and their misguided 
owners by giving them a rest from milk- 
ing and by feeding to produce a fine 
show before calving killed the geese that 
had been layingjthe golden eggs. 

“Nor was any weakness or lack of 
development indicated in the offspring 
in any case, and Ido not believe in a 
single instance was there less yield or 
profit in a year than there would have 
been under any form of treatment. The 
cows so treated invariably laid on flesh 
as the time of calving approached, so 
proving their ability to produce a 
thoroughly healthy culf while contrib- 
uting to the dairy; and wherever such 
a condition exists there would not ap- 
pear to be the slightest cause for appre- 
hension as to the condition gf either the 
wow or calf, As old an favorite fami- 
lies were bred for many geneaations, a 
steady deterioration would have been 
evident were such a course prejudicial 
to the health or stamina of the calves, 
but such was never apparent or exist 
ent, and all heifers offered for sule were 
quickly purchased at good prices, many 
buyers returning for further purchases.

Butter Making at Home, ‘ 
If the dairyman wishes to get every 
dollar possible ont of the cows, by way 
of butter, he can double disconnt his 
profits at the creamery by making up 
the butter himself providedg he makes a 
the right kind of butter. This entails — 
considerable expense by way of imple- 
ments to work with, A little experience 
and i firm determination to succeed will” 
be all that is necessary, Expensive 
machinery is not essential, aside from 
the cabinet creamer. Very few have 
separators, and they are not necessary 
to the manufacture of good butter. 
There has been a great rush toward 
dairying in the past few years. Almost 
every farm has its grades of the dairy 
breed which may be the favorite. In 
this section, where ten years ago tho 
Jersey was almost unknown except as a 
family cow in cities or villages, now they 
are seen by the score. All can boast of 
their Jerseys or Guernseys, if no more 
than grades. With all this I do not 
fear that a good butter will ever fail to 
bring a profitable price. Go to any 
maviet to day and yon will find it scarce, 
Brother dairyman, do not be discour- 
aged. —B, E. Rockwood, in Ohio Farmer, 


A Starter in Cheese Making 

‘A starter issome milk in which the 
lactic acid has been allowed to develop. 
In using a starter, first provide a suit 
able can or vessel for holding it. A can 
similar to the ordinary cream gathering 
can will do, having double walls with 
hollow space between. It should have 
two lids, one fitting closely inside of the 
can Withaflange to keep it from going 
below the shoulder, and the other cover- 
ing over all and fitting close to the out 
side. 

Iu preparing the starter use the best 
cared for milk that comes to the fac 
tory; milk that has heen well aired and 
free from any foreign flavors (it is best 
to use the same patron’s milk), Save 
out say 20 lbs, for euch vat at a temper- 
ature of 75’, then take about one pound 
yof the previous day's starter for every 
25 or 80 Ibs, fresh milk saved, mix all 
thoroughly and allow to stand for say 
one hour, then add about as much water 
as there is milk. Stir well, cover up 
close and set it where it will not be dis- 
turbed until required for use,

In order to attain a good repntation 
for our butter made in cream gathering 
creameries the patrons who supply the 
crovm should take a lively interest in 
supplying it sweet, clean and of pure 
flavor, ‘Co do this, cleanliness must be 
the witehword, All pails and other 
ntonsily should be thoroughly washed 
and then scalded, ufter which they 
should be placed outside in a pure ate 
mosphere to become well aired. Never 
use a cloth for drying any of the tinware 
after sealding it, Strain and set tho 
milk immediately after milking in water 
at a tomperature of not more than 45 
in the summer and 38° to 40° in tho 
fall and winter for at least twelve hours 
in summer and twenty four hours in 
winter, Every farmer who handles 
milk should ude a thermometer 80 that

ADVANTAGES TO THIS COUNTRY OF 
UNION WITH CANADA. 


The Annexation of Canada Viewed as a 
Question of Trade—What Continental 
Union Would Mean as Far as tho Pablic 
Lands In Canada Are Concerned. 


The total value of the imports into C

works of s capita than they do which 
are not produced upon this conti t. The 
same is true of some of the necessaries of 
life—viz, of sugar, of which we are con- 
sumingat present 25 pounds more per capita 
per uunum than the Canadians do, 

Tt may be safely stimated that with con- 

tinental union consummated—or, in other 
wonls, the political union of the United 
States and British America—the people who 
live north of the existing boundary line be- 
tween the two great countries will not im- 
port more foreign goods por capita than we 
do in this country at the present time—that 
is, $12.60 per capita, or a total of $83,000,000, 
Under the present tarif€ of Canada and 
Newfoundland we supplied $54,000,000 
worth of the total imports of the two coun- 
tries in 1892, With absolute free trade be- 
tween British North America and the Unit- 
ed States and with practically the present 
tariff of this country as against all other 
nations extended to Canada and Newfound- 
land we should be better able than we are 
now to furnish all we supply. 

We now sell to Canada $10.50 per capita 
of her total imports, If with continental 
union her total per capita fmports are re- 
duced to 712.00, the same-as in the United 
States, it will leave only $2.10 per capita to 
be supplicd by other nations, or a total of 
$10,500,000, which, deducted from $135,000,- 
000, hor total imports for 1892, leaves §124,-

Dare any oncestimate the effect upon im- 
migration from Great Britain and Ireland 
and northern Europe of the opening up to 
settlement of half a continent, rich beyond 
description in natural resources, in a most 
healthful and invigorating climate, con- 
taining 200,000,000 acres of public land open 
for scttlemens,upon which wheat of the best 
quality can be profitably grown, and a like 
amount suitable for grass and grazing, un- 
der the American flag, which has already 
drawn 12,000,000 of immigrants from Eu- 
rope an: would be, with continental union 
consummeted, unquestionably the most 
powerful, wealthy, prosperous and peaceful 
nation in the world—a nation in which the 
per capitu velue of production and the 
earnings of labor ure the greatest and are 
rapidly increasing, while the cost of the neo- 
essaries and comforts of life is the cheapest 
and is steadily decreasing—a nation lavish 
in the distribution of the good things of 
this life, but most cconomical in the ex- 
penditure of human labor in production? 

Where else can we at one stroke add $70- 
000,000 to our export trade under such 
fayorable conditions, with a certainty of 
rapid and permanent extension, and at the 
same time add cnormously to the power, 
prestige, influence, resources, honor, glory 
and safety of the republic and the peace of 
the world?

Every 
merchant, manufacturer, carrier by rail or 
Water, artisan, railway builder, ship owner 
and capitalist should give it active moral 
Olitical and financial support.--Francis

GOLDWIN SMITH ATTEMPTS TO CAR- 
RY OUT CARLYLE’S THREAT.

opinions regarding some of America’s great- 
est men, and though they ran counter 
quite often to those we have always held 
thoy are so boldly expressed as to be worthy 
of audience. and furnish refreshing enter- 
tainment to the reader, 

WASHINGTON NOT A GREAT GENERAL. 

We expect him to eulogize Washington, 
and he does up to a certain point, He does 
not say that he was perfect, but he says 
enough to prove that he was nearly 50; 

“Washington was to the confederacy all 
fn all. Without him it would have been 
ten times lost, and the names of the politi- 
cians who had drawn the country into the 
conflict would have gone down to posterity 
linked with defeat and shame, History has 
hardly a stronger case of an indispensable 
man. His form, lilre all other forms of the 
Revolution, has no doubt been seen through 
a golden haze of panegyric, 

“We cin hardly number among the 
greatest captains a general who acted on 


so small a scale, and who, though he was 
the soul of the war, never won a battle. In 
that respect Carlyle, who threatened ‘to 
take George down a peg or two,’ might 
have made good his threat. But he could 
not have stripped Washington of any part 
of his credit for patriotism, wisdom and 
courage; for the union of enterprise with 
prudence; for integrity and truthfulness; 
for simple dignity of character; for tact 
and forbearance in dealing with men; above 
all, for serene fortitude in the darkest hour 
of his cause and under trials from the per- 
versity, insubordination, jealousy and per- 
fidy of those around him severer than any 
defeat, 

“Some American writers seem anxious 
to prove that Washington’s character is 
essentially different from that of an Eng- 
lish gentleman, About this we need not 
dispute, ‘he character of an English gen- 
tleman is certainly devoid of any traits 
that might be derived either from a plan- 
tation or from war with Indians in the 
backwoods, Yet an English gentleman 
seesin Washington his ideal as surely as 
he does not see it in Franklin, Samuel Ad- 
ams or Patricl Henry, 

“It has been truly said that Washington 
and Wellington have much in common. 
Wellington contending with Spanish per- 
versity aud ministerial incompetence re- 
minds us by his calmness and self control 
of Washington contending with the folly 
and dishonesty of congress and the frac- 
tiousness of the state militia, They write 
in the same even, passionless and somewhat 
formal style, the expression of a mindal- 
ways master of itself. In both of them 
there was, though under control, thestrong 
temper which is almost inseparable from 
force, Wellington might be more of an 
‘aristocrat thay Washington; less of a dem- 
ocrat he could hardly be. Washington in- 
sisted that his officers should be gentle 
men, not men fit to be shoublacks. He 
drew a most undemocratic distinction be- 
tween the officer and the private soldier, 
His notions about the private soldier are 
those of an old world disciplinarinn, Le 
says that the soldier should be satisfied to 
serve for bis food, clothes and pay, and 
complains that he cannotday on the back 
of the insubordinate patriot more than 100 
lashes, holding that 500 are mot too many. 

“The other aemy leaders, Gates and Lee, 
caballed aguinst him and were abetted by 
politicians morbidly or perhaps selfishly 
jealous of military ascendancy. It appears 
that both Samuel and John Adams, if they 
did not intrigue, were unfriendly to Wash- 
ington and would have willingly seen him 
superseded. Washingtonbore the attacks 
on him magnanimously, never allowing his 
personal wrongs to interfere with his duty 
nor ever thinking of abandoning his post. 
Perhaps in the whole conflict the three no- 
blest things are the character of Washing- 
ton, the behavior of his army at Valley 
Forge and the devotion of the better class 
of loyalists. On Washington's death the 
flags of the British fleet under Lord Brid- 
port were half masted.” We.owe the Amer- 
ican Hiltreth thanks for recording the fact. 

Jk tRSON AN ANARCHIST, | 

“Jefferson, Washington’s secretary of 
state, was und still isa popular idol. ‘This 
muin’s character is difticult to treat, There 
is something enigmatic about his portrait, 
which combines a body large and strong, 
fitted for horsemanshiy aud athletic exer 
cise, with a face somewhat feminine, not to 
suy feline. As governor of Virginia in the 
war he had shown luck of ve, if not of

What Goldwin Smith picturesquely calls 
“the blood red star” of Andrew Jackson 
was now in the ascendant: 

“Jackson, though he hed once been in 
congress, as we have seen, and had vented 
his jealous spleen on Washington, wasa 
fighter, with an iron will and great powers 
of command, ill educated, destitute of the 
knowledge and the habits of a statesman, 
with an uncontrolled temper and alniost as 
much swayed by passion as any Indian 
chief, though, like many an Indian chief, 
he could bear himself when he pleased with 
dignity and even with grace. That he hud 
beaten the British at New Orleans was his 
titleto the headship of the nation, and he 
had not lessened his popularity by the law- 
less execution of two Englishmen, Ambris- 
ter and Arbuthnot, or by some acts of 
equally lawless aggression on Spanish ter- 
ritory—outrages against which a moral 
minority in congress had protested in vain, 
while John Quincy Adams, swayed prob- 
ably by his dislike of England, had for once 
deviated from his moral course and helped 
to whitewash the man who was destined to 
oust him from the presidential chair.” 

LINCOLN A MARVEL OF HISTORY. 

Professor Smith now comes down to more 
contemporaneous times, and here he paints 
his portrait of Abraham Lincoln: 

“Abraham Lincoln is assuredly one of 
the marvelS of history. Noland but Amer- 
ica has produced his like. This destined 
chief of a nation in its most perilous hour 
was the son of a thriftless and wandering 


settler, bred in the most sordid poyerty, 
He had received only the rudiments of edu- 
cation, and though he afterward read eager- 
ly such works us were within his reach it 
is wonderful that he should have attained 
as a speaker and writer a mastery of lan- 
guage and # pure as well as effective style. 
He could look back smiling on the day 
when his long sbanks appeared bare below 
the shrunken leather breeches which were 
his only nether garment, His frame was 
giunt and grotesque, but mighty, He 
stood 6 feet 4 and was said to have lifted a 
cask full of beer and to have drunk out of 
the bunghole. This made him a hero with 
the Clary Grove boys. 

“Te had a strong and eminently fair un- 
derstanding, with great powers of patient 
thought, which he cultivated by the study 
of Enelid, In all his views there was a 
simplicity which had its source in the sim- 
plicity of his character, Mis local popular 
ity was due largely to his humor and the 
stock of good stories, always pointed, 
though not always delicate, which through 
life it was his delight to collect and 
repeat. At the same time he was melan- 
choly, touched with the pathos of Luman 
life, fond of mournful poetry, religious, 
though not orthodox, with a strong sense 
of an overruling Providence, which, when 
he was out of spirits sometimes, took the 
shape of fatalism., Mis melancholy was 
probably deepened by his gloomy surround: 
logs and by misadventures in love. 

LINCOLN WORSHIP. 

“Admiration bas risen to worship, and 
Lincoln has, in the minds of some of his 
eulogiste, become the greatest statesman 
and the master spiri¢of his age. He has 
even become & great strategist, though it 
seems ulinost certain that he did harm by 
interfering, or nllowing his military coun- 
kelors ut Washington to interfere, with the 
conduct of the war, He said himself that 
he had not controlled events, but had been 
guided by them, ‘To know how to be guid+ 
ed by events, however, if it is not imperial 
Kenius, is practice Wisdom, Lincoln's 
goodness of hemt, his sense of duty, his 
unselfishness, his freedom from vanity, his 
long suffering, his simplicity, were never 
disturbed either by power or by opposition, 

“The habit which he retained through all 
thedark days of his presidency of throwing 
his thoughts into the form of pithy stor 
und ipologues caused bim to be ehu 
With levity, To the charge of levity no 
mancould be less open, Though be trusted 
1% Providence, cure for the public and sor 
row forthe public calamities filled his heart 
wid sit visibly upon his brow, His state 
papers are excellent not only as political 
documents, but ts compositions, and te 
distinguished by thelr depth of human 
feeling nud tenderness from those of other 
stitesmen, He spoke always from his own 
heart tothe heart of the people His briet 
funeral oration over the graves of those 
whe lad fallen in the war (soueof the gems 


if it were done by hand, and they would be

As they run by the first hole, which is very 
small, all the little ones drop through into 
the box underneath. The rest roll on and 
in passing the second hole, which is one- 
fourth larger then the first, the next sized 
ones drop through into another box, and so 
on by two more holes, which leave only the 
largest ones in the trough. These roll out 
to the lower end and are caught in a basket 

placed there tocatch them, All the men 
have todois to go around and put new 
boxes in place when the old ones get full. 
—Boston Journal. } 

‘The Process of Nature. 

There are processes of nature which seem 
as inexplicable as the operation of the mind. 
Why does sugar always crystallize in a cer- 
tain way and salt in a certain other way? 
An infallible test for some minerals is their 
form of crystallization. Why does the mys- 
terious moyementof the sap ina plant pro- 
ceed with such absolute regularity, that in 
the leaf, say, of a variegated geranium a 
little coloring matter of oneshadeis dropped 
atone point and a little of another shade 
at unother point with never a mistake? 
Why does nature, or rather how does na- 
ture tell the wheat that is grown in north- 
ern latitudes that it must produce many 
seeds to each plant so that some of them 
may survive the rigor of the winter? 

Why do the plants of the tropics expend 
all their forces in leaf and gorgeous flower 
and yield only a few seeds, as if they knew 
thatin the genial climate where they flour- 
ish every seed stood a good chance of grow- 
ing? Did the plants learn these things 
themselves, as the mice learned that it was 
no use to be born with tails, and the Short- 
horn cows learned that it was no use to be 
born with a dispobition to give a large flow 
of milk, or the trotting horse learned that 
he ought to be born with a trotting in- 
stinet? These are difficult questions, good 
questions to be thought over by those very 
excellent people who are are satisfied that 
they “know it all.”—Seattle Telegraph. 


Feats of Swordsmanship. 

Feats of swordsmanship, such as cutting 
through triangular bars of lead or carcasses 
of sheep, are performed with special weap- 
ons, and on this subject and that of sword 
blows generally Mr, Henderson, the well 
known professor of swordsmanship and 
for many years connected with Angelo’a 
school of arms, has some interesting facts 
to relate. Though no longer quite 50 young 
as he was, he is still active and hearty, and 
must have been in his prime a very power- 
ful man, weighing 190 pounds, He has in 
his time at one stroke cut through two 
sheep, one carcass inside the other, and in 
o similar manner through 2% inches of 
solid lead, 

A specially made cuirass, much thought 
of at the time by the Duke of Cambridge, 
when tested by the redoubtable Henderson 
was cutclezn through. Steel plates—six 
to the inch—and ordinery pokers have been 
severed at one blow by the same strong 
arm, ‘These exploits were all accomplished 
with a sword made for him by the old firm 
of Wilkinson, It is called ‘Excalibur’ 
and weighs but four pounds, It is per 
fectly plain, slightly curved, has a hilt 
something like a naval cutlass and is tem- 
pered to perféection.—London Globe.

It does not need any act of congress with 
an appropriation, the purchase of vessels 
and the selecting of a lot of scientific men. 
It needs that on the Atlantic side, and on 
the Pacific side each, one little vessel should 
be fitted as Schley’s vessel was to run into 
northern waters any summer when the 
chances open well. It needs that these 
vessels shall be put in charge of two ol 
those fine young men of whoin the navy ia 
full who are eager to extend discovery and 
not sorry to win reputation. 

‘Tell these officers to watch the chances 
every summer. General Greely, Mr. Hal 
pine and others say that the most likely 
route to the pole is that to the west of 
Franz Josef land. Perhaps it is. Other 
people think it is by Behring straits, Per 
hapsitis. Now, let Lieutenant A in om 
Atlantic vessel and Lieutenant B in our 
Pacific vessel knock at each door every 
summer—at the Franz Josef door and at 
the Behring straits door, Let him see 
what he can see. Recollect that it is but 
400 miles from the parallel of 82 degrees to 
the pole. If by good luck he did strike an 
open sea some summer, who knows what 
he could do? 

Lieutenant A and Lieutenant B would 
be charged not to risk wintering in these 
regions, Wintering is none of their busi- 
ness. But they are to see what they can 
see in their little steamers between July 1 
and Oct. 1. 

The man who first runs his little steamer 
from Behring straitsto Davis straits be- 
tween July 20 and Aug. 10 will be the 
miost famous navigator for all that is left 
of time since Magellan. There is cer- 
tainly achannel there. McClure and his 
men have passed through and over it from 
West to east. That way the current flows. 
But they walked over half of it on the ice, 
Wreckage from the Jeannette was taken 
through this channel and found on the 
coast of Greenland.

John’s at Newfoundland to Secretary Her- 
bert at the Grand Union, Saratoga, that in 
obedience to permission given in General 
Instructions No, 909, observing favorable 
conditions of the ice, he has, and go forth, 
and so forth, and so forth, sailed round the 
northern half of America 

There is but one other such possibility 
for fame. ‘That is the possibility for Secre- 
tary Herbert und Lieutenant A. It will 
be fulfilled when this gentleman shall tele 
graph from New York to announce his tu 
rival there Oct, 15, some year, after a suc 
cessful run northward,

Why the Postoboard Chock In Displacing 


the Common Brass Onos—DiMloultion of 


Tracing Lost Bag » Under the Old 
Mothod—Baggage Frauds 

| The days of the brass baggage check are 

numbered, For the past two years the 


| pasteboard check has been gradually crowd 
ing it ont of use, until brass checks are 
now employed only for local checking, and 
for that purpose solely because each com 
| pany has a large stock of them on hand. 
All but three of the railroads entering this 
city still use brass checks for local business, 
but through baggage is checked on the 
printed and written cards, 

Thus an American institution which has 
long been a source of admiration to Huro- 
pean visitors is relegated to an obsolete 


custom, ‘he old system was objectionable 
for several reasons, An immig who 
could notspeak the English language might 


come on to this eclty while his baggage 
would be checked only to Cincinnati, This 
involved a tedious de while the bi 10 
was being traced by mail and telegraph 
from New Yo Again, a busy or absent- 
minded trayeling man might ask for a 
“check, Vandalia,”’ If a check should hap- 
pen to be given to Vandalia station, the 
man might go on to Pittsburg or Chicago 
before discovering that his bags was 
astray. There was nothing whatever on the 
brass check to denote whence or by which 
line the baggage had been forwarded. But 
how as soon 48 he looks at his check he can 
sea the point to which it was forwarded. 

The new “paper checks,’’ as they are 
called, are designed to and do obviate these 
diMiculties, which have long been a night- 
mare to baggage agents. Hach road has its 
own system of pasteboard checks, printed 
in different styles and on different colored 
cardboard. When travel between certain 
cities is heavy, name of the destination, as 
well as the originating point, is printed. In 
some cases the routing ig also printed, But 
on general checks, which may thus At once 
bo issued for any place on any railroad inthe 
United States, blanks are left for the des- 
tination and the names of the connecting 
roads over which tho baggage is to pass. 
Those checks are numbered consecutively 
and are képt for a limited time after the 
baggage has been claimed, when they are 
destroyed. The check issued to the pas- 
senger is, therefore, an exact duplicate of 
the strap check, which contains full and 
explicit information, and missing baggage 
can therefore be quickly located by means 
of the details printed or written in. 

The difficulty of tracing baggage is less- 
ened in another way. <A brass check 
might be received here in the morning, 
used to Kansas City at night and sent out 
from there the next day. But a “paper 
check”’ can be used only once, 

Baggage agents in large terminal cities 
have to be eternally on guard against 
frauds, A baggage room is regarded by 
muny as a desirable object for plunder, and 
new schemes to “beut’’ it are being con- 
stantly evolved. Some years ago a man 
applied to have a big sample case checked 
to Memphis. When one of the employees 
demurred and said that the applicant did 
not look like a commercial traveler, the 
mian replied that he wasa machinist and’ 
that much traveling had broken his chest, 
compelling him to use a strong sample 
case. The baggage was accordingly 
checked to Memphis, but the rightful 
owner appeared in time to prevent the 
theft of the sample case, which contained 
about 36,000 worth of jewelry. 

To prevent similar frauds a system of 
“claim checks’’ was devised. If a transfer 
company calls for a trunk at a hotel or pri- 
vate residence and the owner is not present, 
but will return, a “claim check” is left for 
him, which is aduplicate of that attached 
to the trunk. If he has gone to the depot, 
tho baggage man will not receive the trunk 
unless the transfer company accepts a 
“claim check” from them. Then when a 
passenger directs his baggage to be 
checked, he is told to call at the office of 
the transfer company and get his “claim 
check.” ‘This simple means of identifica- 
tion has been found to work effectively. 

A favorite method of doing crooked work 
at baggage rooms was to steal somewhere a 
number of pairs of checks, ‘Then while the 
baggageman was looking for the trunk 
bearing the number corresponding to that 
on the bogus chéck tendered, the crook 
would cleverly remove the strap check 
from any trunk of which he desired posses- 
sion and substitute therefor a strap check 
from his pocket. Hence it is that all out- 
siders are regarded with suspicion in a bag- 
gage room, although this plan of robbery 
1s no longer practicable with the new “paper 
checks,” 

When asked if, in view of the develop- 
ments of the past few days, it was not as 
easy to counterfeit a pasteboard baggage 
check asa railroad ticket, Baggage Agent 
William M. Steele replied that hethought it 
was not. 

“Each road has a different style and dif- 
ferent color of check,” said he, ‘‘and the 
matter that is ‘written in’ must be in the 
samo handwriting, Everything on either 
check must be identical with parallel in- 
formation on the other, instead of only the 
bumber and name of the road being re- 
quired to correspond, as under the work- 
{ngs of the old brass .check system, Even 
though a man had a lot of blank forms cor- 
rectly printed, he would lu compelled to 
inspect the baggage he desired to steal, 
niemorize the number and written informa- 
tion and then go away and prepare his false 
check in the identical manner and hand- 
writing indicated on the strap check, Mis- 
takes woul very often be made by him, 
which would instantly expose his game. 
The plan of substituting a prepared strap 
check is so old that it is rarely attempted— 
successfully almost never, for we are con- 
tinually on the lookout for sharpers and 
suspicious idlers. We are at times very 
busy here, but never so busy that we don’t 
keep an eye on e y man in the room who 
ig not an employ 

The origin of the ‘papercheck” dates back 
afew years to the commencement of the 
era of railway consolidation, when changes 
in routings were so frequent that the brass 
checks were found inadequate for the work.

Inthe Southern Pacific, 

The Solomon group of islands, recently 
annexed by I id, is the Jargest and ns | 
yet least known of any in the Pacific ocean, | 
though among the very first to be divcoy- | 


red, ‘here are seven or elght large, moun- 
tainous islands varying in length from 70 
to 100 miles, and a great number of smaller 
islands, ranging from 15 to 20 milew in 
length, down to the tiny coral islet one-half 
a mile across. 


The Solomon islanders are of a mixed 
race, Varying between an almost pure Malay 
type and the darker skinned Polynesian, 
Though the re almost universally canni- 
bals, they stand in othor respects by no 
means low in the scale of savages, The men 
are as & rule tall and well formed, and the 
women, in their youth, are handsome and 
attractive, though the drudgery which falls 
to their lot soon ages and hardens their 
looks, Indeed, the condition of women 
among them, as in most savage races, isone 
of absolute subjection, The wife is the ab- 
solute slave, She is completely in the power 
of her husband for life or death, If goods 
be stolen from the house, she is responsible 
to her lord in the first cuse, not the thief, 
Wives are bought and sold just like other 
commodities, 

It was on one of these islands that Mr. 
Bates, an English yachtsman, landed from 
his vessel and started into the woods. He 
never came back, A small party vainly 
searched for him, and for years trade goods 
landed on tho island were done up in wrap- 
pers on which were printed the words, 
“Bates, we are looking for you.” It was also 
on one of the Solomon group that an unfor- 
tunate Italian was keptas a slave for anum- 
ber of years, until he finally got a chance to 
escape to New Britain, where at last ac 
counts he was living among the natives, 
his mind almost wholly destroyed by his 
sufferings of onrlier years. 

Head hunting is still carried on to some 
extent in connection with cannibalism, but 
much more from the simple desire of the 
chiefs to accumulate skulls as a token of 
power or prowess, It has also a sacrifi- 
cial aspect. In case of the death of a chief 
a head must be provided, and, the launch- 
ing of a new war canoe or the completion 
of a bamboo house must be signalized 
in the same way. Within the radius of 
the head hunting forays no native can be 
said to enjoy security of life fora single 
day. The custom is now carried on less 
openly than of old. 

Every chief has his butcher, who is an 
important member of his court. Whena 
captive is taken in war, he is handed over 
to this official and promptly dispatched. 
The body is then cut up, and the joints are 
hung upon a tree reserved for that purpose 
in the village, and the people are invited to 
come and buy.—Philadelphia Telegraph.

"Yes, [,” replied the slender ono, with 

a dramatic wave of the arm, “even I.” 

“Please don’t say anything,” she add- 
ed quickly, “I know I've said all man- 
ner of awful things about women who 
ride the wheel, but I am willing to for- 
get them now and I wish you would too. 

Consistency may be a jewel,” she went 

on. “but it is not progressive. The 

woman that clings to consistency never 

gets on, and Iam bound to progress if I 

have to mount a bicycle to do so. Be- 

sides, it’s quite the proper caper now.

A Moch-Hatea Individual, Who Is Master 
of His Business. 

Deibler, the Parisian hangman, or 

“Monsieur de Paris,” as he is often 
called, is naturally unpopular among 
his countrymen, although on one occa- 
sion he was received courteously and 
welcomed by the citizens of the place 
where he was about to show his expert 
ability as an executioner. This was at 
Rouen, where he went to” guillotine a 
man named Gamelin, who had brutally 
murdered a little girl. The feeling 
against the scoundrel was so strong that 
Deibler was respectfully saluted by the 
populace as he went from his hotel to 
the place of execution. “Monsieur de 
Paris” is a thorough master of his grew- 
sone calling, and says he never felt at 
ull nervous on the scaffold except when 
taking part in the execution of 
Ravachol, the anarchist. After this 
noted criminal had been bound he was 
put into the hearse to be con- 
yeyed to the place of exe- 
cution, some distance in the town. 
Though perfectly livid, he began 
howling a vile song and keptit up till 
the guillotine was reached. He endeay- 
ored to address the enormous crowds as- 
semhled, but the ussistant executioners 
forced him on the bascule. The howls 
and imprecations of the anarchist con- 
tinued with such fury that Deibler fora 
few moments became unnerved, but he 
speedily recovered himself. He releas- 
ed the knife, and as it whizzed down the 
groove the crowd heard the anarchist 
shout: ‘‘Vivela repu——” The official 
standing by the guillotine affirmed that 
as the head dropped into the basket the 
lips distinctly emitted the concluding 
syllable “blique.” The assertion gave 
rise to a good deal of controversy among 
the French savants, but it was generally 
conceded that the guillotine severs the 
head with such terrific suddenness that 
it was possible the sound which the fel- 
low was uttering was emitted after the 
knife had actually performed its deadly 
work. 

M. Deibler has afortune of about $80, - 
000, and receives for his work as execu- 
tioner $300 per month. He lives quietly 
and is generally believed to be saying 
over one-half his salary.—Chicago 'Tri- 
bune. 


Kept His Promise. 

Richard Vaux, the venerable ex con- 
gressman from Pennsylvania, has never 
been to a theatre in his life to see a the- 
atrical performance, says a Philadel- 
phia Times. An interesting incident is 
given of his boyhood days over three 
score years ago. His father, a highly 
respected aud prominent Friend, re- 
sided on Arch street, and believed it 
was best for his children to be trained 
within the rules of the good old Quaker 
habits.

The promise 
Was given and his father died suddenly 
soon after without giving the per 
mission. Richard Vaux has conscien- 
tiously refrained froin going the theatre 
ever since.

at a keyboard exactly like that to be 
found in the ordinary typewriter. This 
is electrically connected with the ‘‘tick- 
ers.” each of which has a metal wheel 
bearing the letters of the alphabet, 
numerals, etc. When the young wo- 
inan at the transmitter thumps the let- 
ter A; or any other jetter, te wheel, 
which is inked automatically, promptly 
prints that letter on the white roll, 
And so it continucs, the lines being 
printed as they ave to be read, from left 
to right, asin a newspaper. ‘The shift- 
ing of the paper is done automatically, 
and one person, the one plays thaton the 
keyboard at hendquarters, operates all 
the ‘tickers’ simultaneously. They 
may number a thonsand and some of 
them muy be twenty miles or more 
away, but all record the events of the 
day at one and the same moment. The 
machine is about for feet high and oc- 
cupies floor space about a foot square. 

No extended account of any event, 
unless of the greatest importance, vill 
be sent out by the company. The ‘in- 
formation will be in the shape of bullet- 
ius containing the pith of thenews. On 
momentous occasions, such as a general 
election, fuller reports will be furnished 
the ‘tickers’ and they will be operated 
all night, or until most people have gone 
tobed. . 

Special attention will be devoted to 
stock and bond transactions on the 
Chicago, New York, Philadelphia, Bos- 
ton, London and Liverpool exchanges; 
to grain trading in the primary and sea- 
board markets of America and Europe, 
and to current financial and commercial 
gossip. 

The new ‘‘ticker” may be seen in op- 
eration next Tuesday at the Union 
League Club and at all the leading hotels 
of the city. They are being put invo 
many places and are bound to attract a 
great deal of attention not only on ac- 
count of their novelty, but also because 
of their practicability. Chicago is the 
first city in the country to have such an 
elaborate system of “tickers.” New 
York has some 350 in use, but they fur- 
nish little news of interest outside of the 
commercial and financial world. The 
local machines are to furnish informa: 
tion for the ‘benefit, or edification, of 
everybody. The charge made for the 
use of one of the Essick “‘tickers” is a 
very moderate one.—Chicago Herald, 
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Queen Blizabeth’s Wardrobe, 
The wardrobe of Queen Elizabeth 
must have been about the most varied 
and extensive ever recorded in royal 
annals, to judge from a list of her wear- 
ing apparel recontly gathered from the 
state papers.

Sacred Rights of Property,  — * 
A cnrious fact has been brought to 
public notice in England by the conduct — 
of Rey, John Vallancy, perpetual curate 
of Rosliston, who, in the Burton County — 
court, prosecuted the daughter of one 
of his parishioners for trespassing in 
“his” churchyard, and damaging “his” 
hay, by visiting her sister's grave : 
placing flowers thereon. For this ou 
rage on the sacred rights of property he 
claimed damages to the amount of 1 
6d. He contenczd, says the New York 
Evening Post, that the churchyard w: 
‘his private property, and that no : 
had a right to go into it without his per. 
mission. He cut the hay and stacked 
itin his yard, and had by a formal 
notice interdicted the defendant from 
damaging the crop by trimming the 
grass over her sister's grave, which had 
been done for three years. When the — 
young lady persisted in visiting the 
grave he followed her, took hold of her, 
and, with a contemptuonos remark upon 
the flowers which she had placed there, 
knocked them off the grave with his — 
stick. The reverend suitor lost his case 
because he was only a perpetual curate, — 
Had he been a rector he could have 
recovered.

The standard may be of any conyeni- 
ent shape and size, even 2x4-inch scant- 
ling worked edgewise. It may be more 
convenient in some cases to have two or 
three short pieces and in some it may 
be necessary to have two or three long 
ones.

THE HARROW. 
Its Free Use Advocated by Prof, Thomas 
Shaw of Minnesota. 

The harrow has neyer been used to 
anything like the extent to which it 
ought to bein oursystems of agriculture. 
The necessities of some of the prairie 
soils of the far west are compelling 
many of the farmers to do what science 
and good judgment s:czld have taught 
them long ago. I refer to the harrow- 
ing of the grain after it has appeared 
above thesurface of theground. Owing 
to the persistence with which they have 
grown wheat on the same lands from 
year to year, those lands are becoming 
very foul with weeds. Two ways of 
cleaning them haye been resorted to. 
The first is through the instrumentality 
of the bare fallow, and the second is 
through the free use of the harrow after 
the grain has appeared above the surface 
of the ground. The latter practice has 
not been resorted to very generally, but 
some farmers have tried it, and with 

results that are most encouraging. 
When the grain appears above the 
surface, numberless weeds present them- 
selves at the same time, and these grow 
to such an extent as to seriously inter- 
fere with the yield of the grain at har- 
yest time. Those weeds, if left alone, 
will steal from the grain what it ought 
to have by way of nutriment; hence it 
must be injured just to the extent to 
which the weeds draw from the soil. 
Introduce a hurrow of the right make 
at such a time, The teeth will put 
those weeds into a tribulation from 
which they will never recover. The 
whole surface of the ground will be so } 
stirred that the weeds which are shal- 
low rooted at such a time, will be torn 
from their place, and in consequence 
will perish in the hot rays of the sun- 
shine. Another advantage follows. 
The surface of the ground having been 
thus stirred and mouldered, the dust 
blanket formed in this way arrests the 
ascension of ground moisture; that is to 
say, it prevents its escape, and holds it 


for the advantage of the crop.—Thomas | —Webb Donnell, in Country Gentleman.

Restoring Fertility, 

“Having rented ong 80 acres of my 
land for several years, it having been 
planted in corn each year, was almost 
unfit for anything. I concluded to try 
to restore it to productiveness. I sowed 
it in wheat, then in thespring in clover. 
When Icut my wheat I found a very 
poor stand of clover. On July 201 be- 
gan to plow again for wheat, using roll- 
ing coulters and chains, so as to hide 
everything in the way of the drill. I 
began tosow my wheat Sept. 10, When 
Icut this wheat I had about a half 
stand of clover. In September follow 
ing I sowed in wheat again, having be 
gun my plowing on July 25. The plow- 
ing under the clover seemed to make 
the ground fresh and new. After cub- 
ting this third crop of wheat I had a 
pe t stand of clover, 

“The first crop of wheat yielded 
about eight bushels per acre the second 
crop yielded twenty-two bushels, and 
the third crop twenty-eight bushels per 
acre, 

“This, the fourth year, I have planted 
the thirty acres in corn, having plowed 
the land in the fall and, notwithstand

vided one has a bit of water on his pre- 
mises that offers conditions somewhat 
similar to those this lily delights in— 
slowly moving water and a muddy bot- 
tom, where the long, prostrate root- 
stocks may have a chance to anchor 
themselves, 

Ihave never tried them in tubs of 
water sunk in the ground, but Iam 
quite confident that if proper care were 
exercised, the plants would adjust them- 
selves to.such new conditions. At all 
eyents, they are such delightful little 
friends that the experiment would well 
bo worth the trial by any one whose 
home ig not in the vicinity of their 
natural abiding place, as is my own 
home, fortunately for me. A faint 
blush of pink is sometimes s¢en upon 
the pond lily, and much rarerstill is seen 
a suggestion of blue. There. is another 
member of this branch of the water lily 
family, the Nymphcea tuberosa, that is 
common in the West and South, while 
stillanother is the blue water-lily of 
Egypt, which is tender, and cultivated 
in this country only by artificial means. 


Planting Orchards. 

A recent bulletin issued by the Cor- 
nell experiment station treats this im- 
portant subject at some length. We 
condense soms of the more important 
paragraphs as follows. 

Preparation of land.—It is generally 
best to put the land in hoed crops the 
season before planting, as most soils 
need the cultivation to bring them into 
a mellow and uniform condition. If 
the subsoil is hard and impervious, 
plow very deep, andin some cases, as 
for dwarf pears, subsoiling will pay 
well. Lands which hold surface water 
must be tile drained, whether flat or 
rolling. 

When to plant.—Fall planting is gea- 
erally preferable to spring planting 
upon thoroughly drained soils, particu- 
larly for the hardy tree fruits, like ap- 
ples, pears and plums; andif the ground 
is in good condition and the stock well 
matured, peaches can sometimes be set 
in October with success. The trees for 
fall planting should be well matured. 
Some nurserymen strip the leaves from 
trees before growth is complete, in order 
to put the trees on the market for Sep- 
tember delivery. This weakens the 
trees and is the cause of many failures. 
Place your orders for trees in August 
and September, with orders to let the 
trees stand unmolested till the leaves 
begin to fall. Get everything ready, 
and plant the trees as soon as delivered, 
without heeling in. Trees are mature 
enough to take up, in this latitude, in 
late September or early October, Un- 
less all conditions are right, spring 
planting is safest. 

Distance apart.—Do not set too close. 
Trees are wide feeders. Roots nor 
branches should interfere. Do not set 
outside rows close to fences. Treesmust 
be gprayed, and they should be planted 
so as to be most easily accessable. The 
following represents the outside average 
limit when the trees are allowed to take 
their natural form:

It is 
well to avoid fire heat as long as possible, 
but in continned cool or wet weather it 
must be employed. Close attention 
must be given to watering and syring- 
ing, and it is very important that all 
dead and decaying flowers and foliage 
be promptly removed. 

In the flower garden and ornamental 
department constant attention will now 
be necessary to have everything as neat 
and attractive as possible. ‘The lawn 
should be mown as often as necessary, 
says the Country Gentleman, and the 
walks cleaned and rolled. Remove all 
plants from the beds and borders as 
soon as they are much damaged by 
frost. Keep all beds and borders smooth 
and clean and their edges trimmed so 
that the beauty of the remaining plants 
may be fully enjoyed in the bright fall 
weather, 

As soon as the first frosts have givens 
check to vegetation, the planting of 
ornamental trees and shrubs should be 
pushed forward as rapidly as possible so 
that the roots may get a start before the 
ground becomes frozen. The planting 
of hardy perennial plants should also be 
completed as early in the month as pos- 
sible.

For Sorting Potatoes. 
Sorting potatoes by hand is very te&- 
ous. With the illustration given below 
the smaller potatoes are easily and

quickly separated from the larger ones 
suitable for market. It is a very simple 
and cheap apparatus that can be made 
by anyone. It consists of a slatted 
trough 5 or 6 feet long, provided with 
legs or standards of proper length to 
keep itso inclined that when potatoes 
are shoveled upon it they will roll 
down. Theslats nay be of inch stuff 
attached to the two bottom cleats, their 
centres 14 inches apart, a little closer at 
the top and a trifle further separated at 
the bottom, so that the potatoes may 
not become wedged in the spaces. A 
suitable width for the sorter is 20 inches, 
with sideboards 8 inches high, When 
unloading potatoes from the wagon 

lace the sorter at the side or rear and 
shovel them directly upon it, Those of 
suitable size will run into the basket, 
while the smaller ones, with the heart, 
little stones, etc., will fall upon the 
ground or into any receptacle placed to 
receive them.—Farm and Home. 


Fruit Storage. 

There is some hope that sanitary rea- 
sons will banish the caye under our 
houses that goes by the name of ceilar. 
But there areother reasons why a stor- 
age room for fruit and vegetables should 
not be under a house in which people 
live. The ideal cellar for fruit should 
have an even temperature and does not 
require ventilation. In fact, apples 
will begin to rot rapidly as soon as win- 
dows are opened in April. Keep the 
cellar closed. But it must be added 
that to keep apples well a cellar must 
be slightly damp; not wet or moldy but 
moist, This is not the right atmosphere 
to have under our habitation rooms. 
Besides a moist air cannot be had in 
connection with a furnace, The object 
of the moisture is to balance the natural 
waste by evaporation or drying of the 
fruit. Such a cellar as described, moist 
and close, preserves frnit far better 
than one that is ventilated. The apples 
are then placed in bins or hammocks 
that rise in tiers one above another; 
leaving the fruit not over six inches 
deep anywhere, These, after careful 
sorting and handling with tenderness, 
are stirred as little as possible till spring. 
A celler such as Gescribed is easily con 
structed under a barn or carriage house,

Some geological knowledge is requir- 
edto make a proper selection of mater- 
ials.

dominates. The greenstones are yery 
variable in quality, Flint or quartz 
rocks and all pure silicious materials 
are improper for use, since, though 
hard, they are brittle and deficient 


in toughness, Granite is generally bad, 
being composed of three heterogenous 
materials, quartz, filspar and mica; the 
first of which is brittle, the second lia- 
ble te decomposition, and the third 
laminated. Thesienitic granites, how- 
ever, which contain hornblende in the 
place of filspar are good, and better in 
proportion to their darkness of color, 
Gneiss is still inferior to granite, and 
mica-slate wholly inadmissable. The 
argillaceous slates make a smooth road, 
but one which decays very rapidly when 
wet. The sandstones are too soft. The 
limestone of the carboniferons and tran- 
sition formations are very good, but 
other limestones, though they will make 
asmooth road yery quickly, having a 
peculiar readiness in “binding,” are too 
weak for heavy roads, and wear out 
very rapidly. In wet weather they are 
liable to be slippery. It is generally 
better economy to bring good material 
from a distance than to-employ an in- 
ferior article obtainable close at hand. — 
Municipal World. 


The Ideal Country Road, 

The ideal country road is the macad- 
am. The first cost is heavy, but the 
roadbed can be kept in repair at small 
expense, and ultimately saves to those 
who use it far more than it cost. The 
usual method of laying a macadam road 
is as follows: First, a layer of three to 
six inches of brown stone, about the 
size of one's fist, to be put upon the 
graded roadbed tn dry weather. After 
consolidation add successive layers un- 
til the desired thickness has been ob- 
tained—all the layers except the first to 
be put down in wet weather or saturat- 
ed with water and rolled. Macadam’s 
custom was to put three layers of broken 
stone to secure a depth of nine to ten 
inches. The cost of the construction 
yaries greatly according to the material 
used, distance of transportation and 
manner of putting down, <A partof 
Randolph street was macadamized last 
year, and it furnishes a test of the cost 
of such work in this vicinity. After 
the roadbed had been put in the proper 
shape a course of broken limestone about 
eight thick was laid and solidly packed 
by sledging. On the top of this a course 
of finer stone, none larger than two in- 
ches in its largest dimensions, of about 
four inches thick was: laid and thor- 
oughly rolled with a fifteen ton roller, 
The top layer was kept sprinkled while 
being rolled, and it was rolled a second 
tima A thin layer of gravel or very 
fine stone was put over the top to act as 
a binding material. Limestone was 
used, although it is a little too soft to 
make the best roadway, because of the 
crumbling or wearing away. The cost 
was about $4000 a mile.—St. Paul 
Pioneer Press. 


An Improved Culvert.

not covered with back yard refuse. If 4 
these people who consider the whole — 
country free, would dig a hole and bury _ 
such refuse out of sight, or dump it in — 
a hole and shovel a little earth over it, 
doubtless nature would soon conceal 
their broken treasure. But at present, 
itis not a pleasant sight for country — 
people or anyone else, and this practice — 
should be discontinued. There is very 
little to encourage country people to 
beautify their roadsides. For instance, — 
there is a case very near home of a — 
~ farmer having about half a mile of land 
fronting a public street, who has taken — 
a certain amount of pride in picking up- 
all the stones and smoothing off the 
land by the roadside so that it is green 
and level. Toolevel, in fact, so that 
people will turn down on to it and drive 
right straight up through past the front 
gate, cutting deep rut¥, not only during” 
the springtime when the roads are 
muddy, but in the warm weather if the 
roads are a trifle dusty. Of course the 
people who do this have their own road- 
sides dug ont in holes from which they 
cart soil to the barnyard, or covered 


with heaps of stone picked up from the 
farm. Theroad is always kept in good 
repair, but there is a certain lawlessness 
about such things in the country that is. 
discouraging to improvements and ex- 
asperating to would-be improvers.—

Loads in Europe. 
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To an American visiting Europe there- © 


is nothing more impressive than the 
general excellence of the roads, Their~ 
climate is more rainy than ours, and 
their roads, under the same conditions, 
would probably be even worse than 
those usually met with in America. 
But in England, in France, inGermany, 
and in Switzerland, everywhere one 
goes, the excellence of the roads is a_ 
coastant source of surprise to one vis- 
iting those countries, During the last 
summer it was my fortune to take a. 
long drive in the Alps. The party was 
made up of six persons. A coach was 
employed for the whole trip. We 
were thirty-three days in the coach, 
and during that time we went over™ 
four of the great passes and traveled 
nearly a thousand miles. But the mat- 
ter of chief significance to those inter- 
ested in good roads is the fact that, al- 
though we drove from twenty-five to 
fifty miles a day for more than a month — 


in these mountainous regions, the whole 


trip was done with one team of horses. 
No change was made, and none was 
needed. More €han that, it was our~ 
opinion that the horses were in better 
condition at the end of August than. 
they had been at the beginning of the 
trip, alittle after the middle of July.” 
Could there be any more significant 
commentary on the quality of the roads? ~ 
What would be the condition of a team 
of horses in midsummer in America — 
which had been driven over mountain 
roads at the rate of twenty-five to fifty 
miles a day for six days in a weok?—C.

“Cow's-Foot-In-the-Milk-Pall.""

zarden and for the most part built of 
blocks of lava and roofed with coment of 
white lime. In the midst of the square 
ttood the teoenlli, or pyramid of worship, 
crowns h temples that were garnished 
with ropes of skulls, while beyond the pyr- 
amid and facing it was the palace, tho 
home of Otomio’s forefathers, a long, low 
and very ancient building, having many 
courts and sculptured everywhere with 
snakes and gripning gods. Both the pal- 
nee and tho pyramid were cased with a 
fine white stone that shone like silver in 
the sunlight and contrasted strangely with 
the dark hued houses that were built of 
lava.

And here, ina strange chamber sculptured 
with grinning demons, we found rest for 
awhile. 

On the morrow in the great hall of the 
palaco was held a council of the chiefs 
and headmen of the Otomie clans to the 
number of 100 or more, When all wero 
gathered, dressed as en Aztec noble of the 
first rank, I came out with Otomie, who 
wwore royal robes and looked most beauti- 
ful in them, and the council rose to greet 
us. Otomie bade them be seated and ad- 
dressed them thus:

First, I present to 
you this, my husband, the Lord Teule, to 
whom Iwas givenin marriage when he 
held the spirit of the god Tezcat, and 
whom, when ho had passed tho altar of 
the god, being chosen by heaven to aid us 
in our war, I wedded anew after the fash- 
jon of the earth and by the will of my 
royal brethren. Know, chiefs and cap- 
tains, that this lord, my husband, is not 
of our Indian blood, nor is he altogether 
of the blood of the Teules, with whom we 
are at war, but rather of that of tho true 
children of Quetzal, the dwellers in a far 
off northern sea, who are foos to the Teules. 
And as they are foes, so this, my lord, is 
their foe, and, as doubtless you have heard, 
of all the deeds of arms that were wrought 
upon the night of the slaying of the Teules 
none were greater than his, and it was he 
who first discovered their retrect.

WONDFRFUL BREADFRUIY TREE. 


Nature's Gift to Primitive Man, Furnish- 
ing Both Food and Clothes, 

The breadfruit tree, Artocarpus incisa, 
seen in the Dutch East Indies and in many 
of the islands of the South seas, grows 40 
to 50 feet high, the fruit being round or 
slightly oval in shape, first green, then 
brown and turning yellow when fully ripe, 
Tt is from 5 to 8 inches in diameter and 
tastes insipid when cooked. I could notde- 
termine what the taste was like unless it 
were grocery store brown paper. In Samoa 
and Tahiti the tree yields a succession of 
two or three crops during eight months in 
the year, “Its fruitfulness is said to ex- 
ceed even the generous plantain, upon 
which the natives of the tropics subsist al- 
most solely where the breadfruit is not 
grown. It dispenses entirely with the la- 
bor of the agriculturist, the miller, the bak- 
er. There need be no care for seedtime or 
harvest, There is no thrashing, no grind- 
ing, no kneading—in fact, the islanders of 
the South seas have their bread ready pre- 
pared and have only to place it on the coals 
as they need it,’’ says Ober, 

This placing on the coalsis a picturesque 
affair, like a Rhode Island clambake. Tho 
fruit is cut up, the core removed, and, hot 
stones having been placed in a hollow in 
the earth and covered with leaves, the 
fruit is laid/on top and again covered with 
leaves and hot stones, on which more 
breadfruit is laid; then another layer of 
leaves and stones, and ontop of all earth is 
heaped to a depth of 6 inches or more. Tho 
hot stone bake lasts about 80 minutes, and 
the resuit is a brown piece of natural 
bread, white or perhaps yellow inside and 
very nutritious. Some think it more like 
the plantain than wheat bread. It is al- 
most tasteless when cooked green, but is 
highly appreciated by experts when al- 
lowed to ripen just a little—not to a yellow 
state, however, when it has a decayed 
flavor. I found it impossible to like it 
very much in any state, but it seems to be 
acquired taste with some whom I have 
heard praiseit. This is the seed bearing 
breadfruit which grows throughout Poly- 
nesia, but the true bread of the Moluccas, 
which is propagated only by cutting—the 
seeds being entirely aborted by cultiva- 
tion—is a different plant. 

Ifa Polynesian plants 20 ordinary bread- 
fruit trees, he is independent for life unless 
his enemy destroy them, The constant 
feuds of various tribes in the same group 
and on the sameisland tend to famine, as 
they wantonly destroy each other’s cocoa- 
nut palms, banava groves and breadfruit 
trees, The fiber ofthe inner bark of the 
breadfruit makes good cloth, but coarser 
than the "tapa,”’ made from the paper mul- 
berry tree, The wood is soft and light, 
of arich yellow, turning to mahogany in 
use, just right for the dugout canoe, Then 
the milky juice obtained by puncturing 
the bole is used as a gum. Another use ts 
to spread it about as a bird lime to cateh 
the feathered songsters of the woods, A 
preparation is also made for tattooing.— 
American Agriculturist.

atances, Itisa better to omploy a lawyer for 
for such a purpose, for though there are 
many attorneys Who draw up wills as they 
do patent claims in such a way that a loon 
hole for litigation ts readily four, 
lawyers are entirely honest and reliable.

“What are your methods of caring for 
cases of sunstroke?” was asked of the sur- 
geon in charge of the dispensary yesterday 
afternoon, ‘We at once strip the patient 
of all clothing,” said he, place him on a 
wire mattress and freely sprinkle the body 
with ice water, after which, in several 
cases, we place ice bagson the head and 
over the region of the heart. In such cases 
the temperature runs from 101 to 110 and 
the pulse from 110 to 130 or over 140, and the 
chief point is to reduce these. We give 
bromide of sodium until the quantity of 
blood inthe head is lessened and reduced 
toa normal condition. The patient must 
be kept quiet, for there is a tendency to de 
lirium, e

ziness, then things look green, after which - 
the blood vessels of the brain dilate and un- 
consciousness soon results. ‘Uhe dangers * 
of treatment come from collapse, which 
sometimes results from asudden applica- 
tion of ice to the vital parts.

Second—My hands made the organ and my 
fingers shaped tho psaltery. 

Third—And who declared unto my Lord. He, 
the Lord, he heard all things. 

Fourth—He sent his angels and they took me 
from my father’s sheep. He annointed me in 
mercy from his unction, 

Fifth—Great and goodly are my brethren, 
but with them God was not well pleased. 

Sixth—I went to meet the (giant) stranger, 
and he cursed me by all his idols. 

Seventh—But I smote off his head with his 
own drawn sword, and I blotted out the re- 


proach of Israel.

houscholder practically gets an indispu- 
table receipt for the petinies he puts into 
the slot and the total amount he has paid 
for his gas. An indicator shows how many 
feet of gus are “paid for but unconsumed.”

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CONFIRMATION SERVICE. 


His Grace Archbishop Cleary adminia- 
tored the rite of Confirmation in the Church 
of St. Vincent de Paul last Sunday fore- 
noon, Hie Grace, accompanied by Mgr, 
Farrelly, of Belleville, Archdeacon Kelly 
his secretary, and Rey. lather Hogan drove 
up from Napance and was met at the 
Boundary road by the members of Deser- 
onto Branch, C. M. B. A., who to the 
number of fifty-two bad turned out to 
honor their Chief Pastor. In the church 
notwithatanding the unpropitious weather 
® vast congregation, including representa: 
tives from all the churches in town, had 
assembled; in fdct very many people were 
unable to “gain admission to the sacred 
edifice so great waa the nomber who desir- 
ed to see the ceremony. The Archbishop 
having robed and taken his reat near the 
altar, thanked the members of the C, M. B. 
A, for their great kindness and courtesy 
in turning out in such inclement weather 
to meet him. He wonld assure them that 
their attention was appreciated. Mass 
was then celebrated by Father Kelly, 
assisted by Father Hogan. His Grace 
then proceded to contirm the candidates, 
74 in number, 9 being from Deseronto 
and 25 from Napanee. The girls were all 
dressed in white while the boya had white 
badges on their arms. The impressive 
ceremony was observed with deepest atten- 
tien by the whole congregation, After the 
ceremony His Grace proceeded to address 
some word4 of instruction to those con- 
firmed. He said that in accordance with 
a custom agreed upon by the bishops of 
Ontario he would first ask them to make 
two promises, The Cathohe church 
sanctifies the memory of the child at an 
early age aud to that end asked that relig- 
ious truths should be learned. Jt was true 
the child might not comprehend what was 
taught, but it was lodged in the memory 
and would be understood in Jater years 
when the intellect was matured. He ask- 
ed them therefore to promise that all, 
both old and young, would attend the 
Christian doctrine classes in the church 
for one year at least. In this connection 
he complimented the children upon the 
excellent examination which they had 
passed the previous day. He had been 
particularly well pleased in that respect 
and Father Hogan, their teachers, and the 
candidates themselves deserved great cred- 
it. Those confirmed having made the 
promise asked, the Archbishop proceeded 
to state that now that they had received 
the seven fold gift of the Holy Ghost by 
confirmation, they should delight to obey 
and please their priest and parents by 
exhibiting a Christian behavior. Too 
often parents allowed their bovs to be out 
after dark, to go where they liked, mix 
with all kinds of company, to make visits 
to distant places, etc. The result was that 
they became independent—or rather im- 
pudent—mixed with bad boys, went to 
drinking places, played cards, stole money. 
For this the neglect of parents was lurgely 
accountable. The second promise he 
would require from them was that they 
should not taste or touch intoxicating 
liquor until their twenty-second year at 
least. If they kept this promise. temperate 
habits would be formed and the probability 
was they would then renew the pledge. 
Those contirmed also promised in compli- 
ance with Archbishop Cleary’s request. 
After congratulating Father Hogan on the 
result of his labors in Deseronto the Arch- 
bishop proceeded to address the parents of 
the children at great length in reference to 
their duties to the children. He explained 
the nature of Confirmation as asacrament. 
Christ had promised the Holy Ghost to his 
disciples aud the Holy Gbost was to be the 
great teaching principle in the church. 
Phe world—the material world—would 
not know him, but the true disciple wonld 
be taught by bim. The speaker showed 
whata change had been wroughs upon the 
apostles at Pentecost, how brave they be- 
came. He reminded his hearers that their 
bodies were temples of the Holy Ghost and 
seeing that this was the cave how carefal 
should they be not to desecrate those 
temples by intemperance, lying, theft and 
other vices. He warned parents against 
allowing their children to run about at 
night—no true mother would permit her 
daughters to do so. He inculcated the 
duty of family prayers and worship, The 
family was not a society but God’s 
creation, It was notin the church but on 
the family floor that saints were raised. 
The Catholic church had enobled woman 
by making her the equal of the man. ‘be 
mother was the queen of the household 
and to her the children while yet tender 
were committed to be properly trained. 
Hence the great necessity that she would 
train them in right principles. The Arch- 
bishop having concluded his address asked 
those confirmed to offer prayers for God’s 
blessing on their chief pastor, their own 
clergytaun, and for those of the congrega- 
tion departed in the Lord. The proceed- 
ings were brought to aclose by the apostol- 
i¢ benediction, 

NOTES. 

The weather was cold und showery with 
occasional flurries of snow. 

The Archbishop spoke for over two 
hours. 

The necessity for a larger church was 
very obvious. 

A baby in the gallery made itself heard. 
and the Archbishop, with a smile and 
humorous remark, ceased speaking and 
enjoyed a rest for a minute or two. 

His Grace is evidently far from strong. 
He said that he was exhausted athe resuit 
of overwork during the pastimonth. “Woe 
to us,” he said if we do not work.” 

Wather Hogan must haye been gratified 
when he heard the Bishop's ueserved 
words of commendation: 

The altar and different. parts of the 
church were very neatly decorated with 
rare flowers. The altar also was beautifully 
illuminated with a large number of wax 
tapers and other colored lights, all pro- 
ducing a fine effect. 

Mrv, E, J. Mallon and Miss Lizzie Rohan 
had cha of the confirmation classes 
from Descrontojand Misses Lamey, Whelan 
and O’Brien of those from Napanee. 

The following ladies attended to the 
decoration of the church for the occasion: 
Mrs. M, J. Hynes, Mre. John Joyce, Mra,

Whoat-Fed Nogs. 

The St. Paul Trade Journal has great 
faith in the expediency, in this north- 
western wheat growing region, of feed- 
ing that grain to stock, and insists 
further that to getthe full value of this 
feedthe wheat should be cooked, espe- 
cially with hogs. The method it sug- 
gests is for the farmer who fattens a 
number of hogs to have a ‘farmer's 
boiler,” with a tightly-fitting wooden 
covey’, fastened down by set-screws and 
provided with a steam pipe which can 
be carried into barrels or tanks holding 
the grain to be steamed. The water 
placed in the boiler will cook in tanks 
or barrels double the quantity it can 
cook in the ordinary way, and will turn 
out clean, sweet, appetizing food, which 
Gan never be burned, scalded or wasted 
by any neglect in attendance. When 
thoroughly steamed the wheat will 
have gained largely in bulk, and be 
soft, glutinous and in perfect condition 
for digestion. It should be well mixed 
with skim-milk, water, cooked potatoes 
iwid other foods when fed to pork, 
lightly salted, and fed in regular rations 
when about lukewarm, A gain of at 
least 25 per cent. over raw or 
soaked wheat can be confidently ex- 
pected, according to this authority. It 
would be more satisfactory, however, 
if reliable tests were adduced, as, ina 
general way, the cooking of food for fat- 
tening animals has afforded somewhat 
doubtful advantage. If wheat has been 
given atrialin this way the exact re- 
sults should be had. The Journal, how 
ever, believes that a bushel of wheat 
thuscooked and fed should give from 
fifteen to twenty poands of pork when 
fed to good stock. Good bacon pigs are 
to-day worth 58-10 cents per pound, and 
the highest price to be paid this season, 
it is believed, will far exceed this figure. 
There is certain to be more profit in it 
thanin almost any other apparent op- 
portunity presented the farmer this 
year. The Canadian farmer, who large- 
ly feeds in this way, gets relatively bet- 
ter prices for his pork than the Ameri- 
can farmer, says tho snthority quoted, 
Their pork is fed on wheat, barley, pota- 
toes, oats, skim-millk, ete., with no corn 
to speak of—generally none at all, North- 
western wheat-fed pork is even now 
taking a higher place in the esteem of 
American and Enropean retailers than 
the average Chicago or Cincinnati 
article. 


The Horn-Fly Trap. 

Although that new pest of cattle, the 
horn fly, appeared first in Pennsylvania 
aud New Jersey, it has been left for a 
Canadian to invent a device for lessen- 
ing the evil, This device or trap con- 
sists of a structure six feet high and 
four wide, fitting closely in a stable 
door. At the outer side isa curtain; 
the inner side, next doorway, is com. 
posed of broom corn extending from the 
top downward and from sides to the 
centre, so that the cow in going through 
is brushed over every part of the body, 
the elasticity of the broom corn causing 
it tospring back in place, leaving no 
openings for a fly to follow. The roof 
of the structure is of wire netting, in 
which is placed a trap which the flies 
can enter but cannot leave, In use, the 
cow is driven into the pen, the curtains 
let down behind her, and as she passes 
into the stable, the flies are brushed off 
and a shake of the curtain sends them 
up into the trap ‘The latter is then 
taken ont and placed in the kitchen 
oven a few minutes. The editor of the 
Canadian Live Stock Journal saw 
twenty-eight cows put through the ma 
chine in 23 minutes, the time including 
its placing at three barn.doors.

Irom our experience in bottling milk, 
the Country Gentleman, if we 
vere now desiring to sterilize the milk, 
| we would use the closed heater made in 
the form of a mmmon copper boiler 
with aetight co etin un onter one 
of iron, in which the copper one would

pipe leading into the space of three in- 
ches between the two heaters; and put: 
ting the milk into the copper heater 
would bring it to the proper tempera- 
ture of 150 degrees, and keep it there 
for fifteen minutes or so to effect the 
sterilization of the milk, and then draw 
off into bottles already heated to the 
same temperature through a pipe from 
copper heater. Then, sealing the botles 
immediately, the process would be fin- 
ished without any special trouble or ex- 
posure beyond the cost of the little fuel 
and the time spent. The hot water left 
froin the process would be useful in the 
washing and sterilizing of the dairy 
vessels, ‘Lhe sterilizing process is effec- 
tive mostly in the continuance of the 
heat for the time mentioned rather than 
from the degree of it, With this ar- 
rangement of the steam after afew 
trials the quantity of steam needed to 
heat so much milk to the right temper- 
ature would become known, and when

it was turned on would do the work 

effectively withont any watching. 

When engaged in this business, and 
before anything was Inown of what is 
now called sterilizing, we used a heater 
made of half inch lead pipe, made into 

a coil and fitted into a suitable tin ves- 

sel, which was filled with boiling water. 

The milk was strained into a sort of 

hopper attached to the pipe, and as it 

passed through this it came ont at a 

heat of about 180 degrees, not any too 

much for the present method of steriliz- 
ing the milk. The bottles were placed 
onafolded wet blanket as they were 
filled, and none of them ever cracked. 
As soon as filled, they were closed and 
set away in the delivery boxes, The 
milk thus prepared kept in good condi- 
tion a whole week, and the cream rose 
in the bottles very quickly. The dia- 
gram shows how the apparatus was 
made. The cost was, I think, less than 
$7. The milk of 15 cows was used with 


in the evening instead of, as previously, 
in the morning. The milk in the bot- 
tles was left t6 cool on the table slowly, 
The heater was occasionally replenished 
as the water cooled down. 


Dairy Suggestions. 

Big horns and fleshy udder are re- 
garded as bad points in a milch cow, 

Feed and milk the cows regularly and 
don't allow them to suffer for salt. 

The yield of milk and its quality are 
the points to look after in buying a 
cow. 

The butter will come much quicker 
and be more solid and easier handled if 
the cream is churned at the proper tom- 
perature. 

There is not very much difference in 
the cost of feeding a cow that makes 150 
pounds of butter in a year, and one mak- 
ing double as much. 

Tho first matter of importance in start- 
ing a dairy is to have good cows, No 
matter how good the care, « beef cow 
will not make a profitable butter cow, —

pure water, with access to salf at all 
times. 7 

The greatest possible care should be 
taken to prevent cows drinking stagnant 
water. Milk from such cows is invari- 
ably tainted, and no amount of skill on 
the part of the cheesemaker can produce 
from it a really fine cheese. 

Immediately after the milk is drawn 

it should be strained, then aerated by 
dipping or pouring, which can be done 
very effectively while the milk is yet 
in the pails. Be sure that this work is 
done inapure atmosphere, with clean 
surroundings, away from the stables or 
anything else of an impure nature, for, 
unless this be attended to properly, 
aeration will be a detriment instead of a 
benefit. 

Itis not necessary to cool milk at 
night, unless the weather be extremely 
hot, in order to have it in the best con- 
dition for delivering at the factory in 
the morning, providing all pails, uten- 
sils, strainers, etc., have been thorough- 
ly washed, then scalded with boiling 
hot water and well aired before using. 

It is just as important that the morn 
ing’s milk should be as_ well aired be- 
fore sending it to the factory. Not only 
in the summer should milk be aerated, 
but also in the spring and autumn. 

The milk stands should be built in 
such a way as to exclude the sun and 
rain, and yet allow a free circulation of 
air around the cans. 

The organisms that produce bitter or 
tainted milk, or any abnormal change, 
are to be found only where there was 
filth and carelessness in handling, so 
that in all cases when complaint is mide 
ofimpure milk the remedy inust he 
extra cleanliness.

To get eggs in winter one must go to 
an extra expense and be willing to use 
every effort to have the hens under the 
best conditions for laying. The food is 
important, butit is not the food only 
that makes the hens lay. Confinement 
is as irksome to fowls as to human be- 
ings, and whether fed well or not they 
will fail to give good results if shut up 
in close quarters during a long and ted- 
ious winter. Fowls are naturally full 
of activity, and delight in roaming over 
the fields in search of food, which not 
only affords exercise but makes them 
contented and puts them in the best pos- 
sible condition for laying. 


When the snow covers the ground the 
fowls ara compelled to remain in their 


quarters because they are not adapted 


to locomotion in deep snows, and the 


gloomy days and dark quarters affect 
thein the same as though they were 
prisoners within the walls of a build- 
ing from which there~is no escape. 
The hens do not lay because it is not 
their season of the yeur for reproduc- 
ing their kind and because the condi- 
tions are not such as to promote egg 
production. The question comes up in 
regard to the poultry houses. Asarule 
they are toosmall, Notice a flock of 
hens that have an opportunity on a 
large barn floor on a cold winter day 
and it will not be difficult to observe 
that their actions are very different 
from their conduct in the small poultry 
house. Haying plenty of room they 
will at once become busy, and give 
every evidence of contentment and sat- 
isfaction. 

It would be too great an expense to 
use barn floors for poultry, but it may 
be mentioned that it will be an advant- 
age to make larger houses. Where the 
room is most needed is on the floor, and 
not on the roost. A large open shed, 
about 15x20 feet, open to the south, or 
closed with windows, would be less ex- 
pensive than some poultry houses of 
more elaborate design, and would no 
doubt pay for itself in a short time by 
promoting egg production, and as many 
as twenty-five hens could be accommo- 
dated in it better than could half that 
number in a smaller honse,—Mirror and 
Farmer.

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THE PRODUCTION OF 
CALLED ARSENIC. 


nN 


Roally Do Not Suffer from its Emects 


How and Where it is Obtained 
Effect of the Poison on Linon Fabrics. 


Many points of interest are brought out 
in a description in a technical 
the way in which arsenic is obtained from 
one of the most famous mines in England, 
the Devon Great Consols, 
originally worked for copper alone and 

* would have been abandoned but for the 
discove that the waste thrown out as 
worthless when copper was sought proved 
rich in arsenic. Although copper is still 
raised, itis in small quantities, and the 
mine has been resolved into an arsenic 
works, The arsenical pyrites consist of 25 
to 30 per cent. of iron, 12 1-2 to 14 per cent, 
of arsenic and the rest of earthy matter. 
After being crushed this is sorted by girls 
of from 18 to 16 years of age. It is then 
washed and “jigged”’ or sifted and passed 
on to the first caleiner, where it is burned 
with low class coal and produces “arsenic 
soot’—that is, arsenic so mixed with 
smoke soot from the coal as to be a gray 
color, 

The arsenic and soot, deposited in com- 
bination in the chimney or condenser, are 
scraped out and taken to the second cal- 
ciner for purification, The calciners con- 
sist of revolving iron drums, through 
which a fire of anthracite coal is carried on 
rotating iron furnaces kept red hot. As 
the arsenical soot is subjected to the influ- 
ence of this heat the arsenic is sublimed 
and condensed. ‘The operation has to be 
carefully watched andif the workmen burn 
the arsenic badly they have to pay for it. 
Three men in four weeks make 100 tons of 
arsenic. The chimney in which the arsenic 
is condensed is a mile long. It is carried 
toan incline up a hill, with iron doors in 
the side. As the hot blast passes upwards 
it deposits a crust of arsenic crystals on 
the brickwork all around to a depth of 
from two to}three inches, and minute dust 
of crystals fall to the floor. The smoke 
has then to pass into an upright chimney 
125 feet high, but just before doing so it 
has to traverse a shower of water, which 
catches what remains of the arsenic, no- 

‘thing but sulphurous acid being allowed 
to escape. 
The arsenic is liable to produce sores if 
permitted to lodge in wrinkles and folds 
of the flesh, or about the mouth and nos- 
trils. Asarule, however, this only hap- 
pens when there is carelessness as to per- 
sonal cleanliness, and the arsenic workers 
simply have to wash themselves thorough- 
ly every day on ‘returning from work. 
Otherwise the work is considered healthy. 
Tt prevents all eczema, and the fumes of

tem of land and cable lines. They have 
been laid to meet the demands of business, 
and for the most part a business already 
assured that there are no examples 
of that admirable daring which, foreseeing 
a chance, makes its venture, preferring to 
create a demand rather than to follow one, 
A remarkable case of just such a venture 
was the laying of the first cable along the 
Chinese shore in 1871 

Russia had finished the land line across 
Siberia—the line which, it will be remem- 
bered, was intended to be part of the route 
so long projected into the United States by 
Bering Straits. But the American end of 
the project had failed, and she found she 
had an interminable stretch of line across 
her barren steppes and now had nothing to 
attach the end to, In fault of anything 
better to do with the straggling terminus, 
it was carried to Vladivostock. 

The Northern Telegraph Company of 
Denmark saw the possibility of utilizing 
this end for a European communication 
with China and Japan. Not that China 
and Japan had expressed any desire for 
such aunion. The wily Danes took care 
not to ask permission, but slipped the 
land end of their cables into shore in in- 
offensive drain pipes, and ouietly made 
their connections until they had a cable 
running from Hong Kong to Amoy, Gotz- 
laff, Woosung, Nagasaki (Japan) and con- 
necting with the land line at Viladivo- 
stock, 

When the Chinese wakened up to the pre- 
sence ofthecable it was too late to object. 
They simply professed themselves utterly 
skeptical of its usefulness and refused to 
have anything to do with it. However, 
they soon hacl a practical demonstration of 
its capabilities. An Oriental, more bold 
than his compatriots, resolved to act on 
the price of rice; telegraphed down to 
Shanghai from Pekin, and to buy up a 
quantity. He did so, and made a big sum. 
Soon after a lottery drawing came off in 
Pekin, in which many residents of Shang- 
hai were interested, The lucky numbers 
were telegraphed down, but the majority 
of the holders felt it unorthodox to trust 
to the impious Western contrivance which 
disdained time and space, two things which 
the Imperial Dragon himself had always 
respected, and they lettheir skepticism go 
so far that they sold their tickets for a 
song to more progres The

rived the report of the telegraph was con- 
firmed.

To Protect Wild Animals. 

A committee of English sportsmen and 
naturalists has been formed for the pur-

ducts experiments in the formation of the 
disease germs and speculates on their terms

The tube 
was filled with gelatin, at the same time 
being inoculated with cholera. Ina little 
over a month the disease germs developed 
and multiplied to such an extent as to be 
plainly visible to the naked eye.

The 
ladies modestly retired early from these 
orgies, which trequently ended in quar- 
rels and bloodshed, and in their bower, 
which was a chamber built separate 
from the hall, amused themselves un- 
disturbed by the wassaiiers. 

The bower was furnished with around 
table, stools and generally a bed. Chairs 
were for the great. The bed was a sack 
filled with straw and laid on a bench, 
hence the words bench and straw were 
commonly used for bed. When the bed 
was to be made, they took the bed sack 
out of the chest, filled it with fresh 
straw and laid it on the bench in the 
recess of the room, provided with a cur- 
tain. Bedsteads were rare, and only 
used by people of rank.—Westminster 
Review. 


{Watering Plants. 

Watering garden plants, as common- 
ly practiced, is an absolute injury to 
vegetation, for the reason that it is not 
doue plentifully enough, When the 
earth is dry and hot the application of 
a little water only increases the heat 
and has a tendency to make the soil 
more compressed and drier than before. 
The most of our soils are more or less 
calcareous, and the action of the sun’s 
heat has the same effect as heat upon 
limestone, The carbonic acid is expelled, 
and when brought in contact with 
moisture heat is generated, and unless 
sufficient water is applied to overcome 
the heat vegetation suffers. A sprink- 
ling pot should never be used in time of 
drought, unless the soilaround the roots 
of the plants is at the same time 
thoroughly soaked, and the watering 
should always take place after sunset, 
when the dew has begun to fall. 

This is in accordance with natural 
laws, Rain and sunshine seldom appear 
together, and further, when nature 
waters vegetation the atmosphere is fill- 
ed with moisture. Pool water and 
soup suds are good for the garden, and 
cistern water may be used, but should 
be exposed to the sun and air through 
the day before applying. Strong liquid 
from the barnyard is death to garden 
plants and should only be used after 
diluting until very weak.—Farmers' 
Voice, 

Zhe Tramp on Salt Water. 

“Did you ever know that tramps 
travel by sea as well as by land?” inquir- 
edasea captain, ‘‘Well, they do, and 
in the {past two seasons more of 'em 
have taken to the salt water route than 
ever before. Coasting vessels are the 
favorite craft for tramps. They man- 
age to get aboard just as a boat is about 
to sail and hide themselves in the hold, 
where they stay until the tug that pulls 
the vessél out casts off and leaves her, 
when they make their presence known. 
Sometimes there will be five or six of 
‘em aboard, and euch a crowd is liable 
to make provisions run low before port 
is reached. Ofcourse they are put to 
some kind of work, but there’s mighty 
little to do aboard a coaster that a land- 
lubber understands.
